THE  SUMMER  SCHOOL 

Elon  College  plans  and  operates  a  summer  school  of  two  six-weeks 
terms  for  the  following  students : 

Teachers  in  Service 

Courses  are  offered  for  the  teachers  in  the  public  school  system 
who  desire  further  study  for  purposes  of  certification  or  earning 
the  bachelor  of  arts  degree.  Many  teachers  also  wish  to  attend 
summer  school  in  order  to  "keep  their  minds  alive"  to  progressive 
elements  in  various  fields,  and  others  attend  for  the  sheer  joy  of 
learning  more  in  their  particular  fields  or  in  other  areas  of  study. 

Recent  High  School  Graduates 

A  program  is  planned  to  offer  recent  high  school  graduates  the  op- 
portunity of  beginning  college  work  immediately  without  waiting 
for  the  September  term.  Students  who  elect  to  attend  summer 
school  often  find  it  possible  to  complete  the  requirements  for  a 
degree  in  three  regular  school  years  and  three  summer  terms. 

Students  Entering  with  Deficiencies 

Beginning  courses  in  foreign  languages,  intermediate  algebra  and 
plane  geometry  are  offered  for  students  who  plan  to  do  college 
work  but  who  have  not  received  sufficient  high  school  credit  in 
these  areas. 

Regular  College  Students 

Courses  are  offered  for  students  who  are  currently  enrolled  in  col- 
lege and  who  wish  to  complete  the  degree  requirements  in  less  than 
four  years.  Students  in  Elon  College  who,  during  the  regular  term, 
did  not  maintain  the  desired  standard  of  work  in  their  courses  are 
advised  to  attend  summer  school  to  remove  these  deficiencies. 

LOCATION 

Elon  College  is  located  17  miles  east  of  Greensboro  and  four  miles 
west  of  Burlington  on  the  North  Carolina  division  of  the  Southern  Rail- 
road. The  railroad  forms  the  southern  boundary  of  the  campus  and 
commands  a  view  of  the  college  buildings.  Several  passenger  trains 
arrive  daily. 

State  Highway  100  forms  the  northern  boundary  of  the  campus. 
Carolina  Trailway  buses  between  Raleigh  and  Charlotte  stop  at  the 
College  nearly  every  hour  of  the  day. 

CAMPUS 

The  college  campus  comprises  twenty-five  acres,  surrounded  by  an 
attractive  brick  wall  which  gives  an  appearance  of  dignity,  as  well  as 
beauty.  The  grounds  are  covered  for  the  most  part  by  native  oak  and 
hickory.  The  five  academic  buildings  at  the  heart  of  the  campus  contain 
administrative  offices,  class  rooms,  laboratories,  library,  music  practice 
rooms,  auditorium  and  chapel,  and  dining  rooms.  Dormitories  for  men 
and  women  are  located  near  this  central  group. 

The  climate  throughout  the  summer  is  enjoyable.  The  temperature 
is  moderate  and  conducive  to  good  health.  Dormitory  rooms  are  well 
ventilated  and  screened  in  order  to  insure  greatest  comfort. 


RELIGIOUS  ATMOSPHERE 

One  of  the  five  central  buildings  on  the  campus  houses  the  audi- 
torium in  which  chapel  services  are  held.  Regular  worship  services  on 
Sunday  morning  are  offered  throughout  the  school  year  in  which  both 
students  and  townspeople  take  part.  The  atmosphere  is  home-like  and 
friendly  and  the  summer  school  students  are  urged  to  participate. 

Opportunity  is  offered  for  students  to  sing  in  the  church  choir  under 
competent  direction. 

Normally  one  or  more  young  people's  church  conferences  are  held 
on  the  campus  during  the  summer  and  students  are  invited  to  partici- 
pate in  the  worship  and  instructional  activities  of  these  conferences. 

STUDENT  ACTIVITY 

Although  no  organized  athletics  are  sponsored,  students  have  the 
opportunity  to  participate  in  outdoor  sports,  including  swimming,  soft- 
ball,  tennis,  and  horseshoes.  Tournaments  may  be  organized  in  any  or 
all  of  the  above  sports.

COURSES  OF   INSTRUCTION 

This  bulletin  is  presented  for  the  convenience  of  prospective  summer 
school  students  in  advance  of  the  opening  of  the  summer  school.  Every 
reasonable  effort  will  be  made  to  offer  the  courses  as  outlined.  Condi- 
tions  are  changing  rapidly  however  and  it  may  be  necessary  to  make 


some  changes  in  courses  and  in  personnel.  Elon  College  therefore  re- 
serves the  right  to  withdraw  any  course  with  insufficient  enrollment  and 
add  other  courses  should  the  need  arise. 

Two  courses,  representing  a  total  of  six  semester  hours  of  credit  per 
term  constitutes  a  normal  load.  Continuous  courses  will  extend  over  the 
two  summer  terms. 

A  schedule  of  courses  for  the  summer  (both  day  and  evening  classes) 
is  printed  on  pages  15  and  16. 

ART 

24.    Industrial  Art  3  semester  hours 

Methods  and  materials  used  in  the  study  of  industrial  arts  for 
primary  and  grammar  grades,  also  color  theory,  weaving,  model- 
ing, construction  work,  posters,  book-binding,  block-printing,  and 
projects  for  history  and  geography  classes.  The  subject  matter 
is  creative  and  illustrated,  and  is  centered  about  the  interests  and 
needs  of  the  child.  Required  for  Grammar  Grade  and  Primary 
Teacher's  Certificate. 

BUSINESS  ADMINISTRATION 

21-22.    Principles  of  Accounting  6  semester  hours 

To  give  the  student  an  insight  into  the  various  methods  used  in 
keeping  the  records  of  single  proprietorships,  partnerships,  and 
corporations.  Year-end  adjustments,  work-sheets,  and  preparation 
of  financial  statements  emphasized.  Problems,  practice  sets,  lect- 
ures, and  laboratory.  Laboratory  fee.  Prerequisite:  Business  Ad- 
ministration 11. 
23-24.    Principles  of  Economics  6  semester  hours 

Fundamental  principles  underlying  economic  relations  and  activi- 
ties. Analysis  of  production,  consumption,  exchange  and  distribu- 
tion. Survey  of  money,  banking,  credit,  the  business  cycle,  business 
organization,  insurance,  labor  problems,  economic  reforms.  In- 
tensive criticism  of  theories  of  value,  rent,  interest,  and  profits. 

33-34.    Business  Latv  6  semester  hours 

Begins  with  an  intensive  study  of  contracts  and  advances  through 
the  case  method  in  covering  legal  principles  governing  the  con- 
duct of  business.  Agency  partnership,  bailments,  personal  prop- 
erty, and  sales  are  covered  in  the  first  semester;  insurance, 
negotiable  instruments,  suretyship  and  guaranty,  labor,  carriers 
and  corporations  in  the  second  semester.  Prerequisites:  Business 
Administration  23,  24,  or  consent  of  instructor. 

38.    Income  Tax  3  semester  hours 

The  internal  revenue  code  as  it  affects  the  individual.  The  various 
types  of  returns  are  discussed  and  emphasis  is  placed  on  determi- 
nation of  income  and  statutory  deductions  in  order  to  arrive  at 
taxable  net  income.  Emphasis  on  individual  returns.  Prerequisite : 
Business  Administration  21-22. 

CHEMISTRY 

11-12.    General  Chemistry  8  semester  hours 

Fundamental  principles  of  inorganic,  physical  and  experimental 
chemistry.  Atomic  structure  as  it  is  related  to  the  classification 
of  the  elements  and  the  nature  of  their  compounds.  The  more 
common  elements  and  compounds  are  considered,  and  organic 
chemistry  is  studied  briefly.  Laboratory. 


DRAMATICS 

26.    Public  Speaking  3  semester  hours 

The  fundamentals  of  public  speaking;  principles,  actual  practice, 
and  constructive  criticism.  Required  of  all  English  and  dramatic 
arts  majors. 

38.    Oral  Interpretation  3  semester  hours 

The  oral  re-creation  of  literature  for  an  audience;  principles  and 
practice  in  comprehension,  appreciation  and  skill  in  projecting 
literary  material  of  various  kinds.  Required  of  all  students  with 
a  double  major  in  English  and  dramatic  arts. 

DRIVER   EDUCATION 

Driver  Education  3  semester  hours 

A  lecture-laboratory  course  which  includes  instruction  in  all 
phases  of  driver  education  as  well  as  methods  of  teaching  driving 
in  the  public  schools.  Attention  is  also  given  to  traffic  and  high- 
way safety.  This  course  is  open  to  students  meeting  the  require- 
ments for  a  teacher's  certificate  and  who  are  classified  as  juniors 
and  seniors. 

EDUCATION 

21.    Introduction  to  the  Study  of  Education    3  semester  hours 

For  students  beginning  professional  training  in  teacher  education: 
the  course  purposes  to  acquaint  the  prospective  teacher  with  four 
major  aspects  of  education:  the  teaching  profession,  the  school 
system,  the  teacher,  and  the  pupil. 

38.    Principles  of  Guidance  3  semester  hours 

A  course  in  the  fundamentals  of  counseling  with  emphasis  on 
understanding  the  personalities,  adjustments,  and  differences  in 
pupils  at  various  educational  levels;  emphasis  on  both  classroom 
and  group  guidance. 

43.    History  of  Education  3  semester  hours 

Special  emphasis  is  placed  upon  education  in  the  United  States, 
with  particular  attention  to  educational  leaders  and  progressive 
programs.  The  progress  of  elementary,  secondary,  higher,  and 
adult  education  is  studied  in  detail,  with  European  and  later 
American  influences  as  background. 

49.    Administration  and  Supervision  3  semester  hours 

A  study  of  local,  state  and  national  administrative  and  super- 
visory agencies;  educational,  professional,  economic  and  social 
factors  affecting  the  teacher's  relationships  to  various  phases  of 
administration  and  supervision. 

ENGLISH 

11-12.    Freshman  English  6  semester  hours 

The  study  of  correct  usage  in  grammar,  mechanics,  punctuation, 
spelling,  and  the  writing  of  numerous  themes.  Required  of  all 
students  except  those  qualifying  for  English  13-14. 


21-22.    English  Literature  Survey  6  semester  hours 

Study  of  great  English  masterpieces  and  literary  history.  English 
21  includes  literature  through  Milton;  English  22  continues  the 
study  to  the  contemporary  period.  Some  attention  will  be  paid  to 
art,  music,  and  philosophy  in  the  period  studied.  Required  of  all 
students,  these  two  courses  complete  the  basic  requirements  in 
English. 

24.    Children's  Literature  2  semester  hours 

Children's  literature  as  a  basis  for  the  selection  and  production  of 
reading  or  story  material  for  children  in  the  primary  and  ele- 
mentary grades.  Examination  of  the  field  of  children's  literature 
and  folk  literature  to  discover  reading  which  satisfies  modern 
educational  requirements.  Prerequisites:  English  11-12  or  13-14, 
21-22.  No  credit  on  the  English  major. 

33.    Shakespeare  3  semester  hours 

A  selected  group  of  Shakespeare's  comedies,  tragedies,  and  chron- 
icle history  plays.  Parallel  readings  in  the  literature  of  the  field, 
reports  on  plays  not  studied  in  class,  and  a  term  paper  are  re- 
quired.   Prerequisites:    English  11-12  or  13-14,  21-22. 

38.    Advanced  Grammar  and  Composition      3  semester  hours 

Designed  particularly  for  English  majors.  A  thorough  review  of 
the  essentials  of  grammar  and  composition.  Includes  the  writing 
of  numerous  short  papers  and  a  term  paper. 

41.  American  Literature  3  semester  hours 

American  literature  prior  to  Whitman.    A  term  paper  is  required. 

42.  American  Literature  3  semester  hours 

American  literature  from  Whitman  to  the  present.  A  term  paper 
is  required.  Either  English  41  or  42  is  required  for  a  high  school 
teacher's  certificate  in  English  in  North  Carolina. 

FRENCH 

11-12.    Elementary  French  6  semester  hours 

An  introduction  to  the  essentials  of  French  grammar,  pronuncia- 
tion, composition,  conversation  and  civilization.  Students  who  have 
acquired  two  high  school  units  in  French  may  not  take  French 
11-12  for  credit. 

GEOGRAPHY 

22.    Geography  of  North  America  3  semester  hours 

The  geographical  regions  of  the  continent,  climates,  industries, 
phology,  provinces,  urban  pattern,  and  political  geography  of  the 
United  States  are  treated. 

HISTORY 

11-12.    A  Survey  of  Western  Civilization        6  semester  hours 

European  history  from  the  era  of  pre-history  to  the  present. 
The  cultural  and  social  development  of  the  various  ancient  and 
European  cultures  is  given  equal  emphasis  with  the  course  of 
events  in  political  and  economic  spheres. 


21-22.    A  Survey  of  American  History  6  semester  hours 

American  History  from  the  period  of  discovery  and  colonization 
to  the  present.  Emphasis  is  upon  certain  fundamental  themes  in 
American  history  and  forces  that  have  shaped  American  life. 
History  21  covers  the  period  from  discovery  to  1865;  History  22 
the  years  from  1865  to  the  present.  Prerequisite:  sophomore 
standing. 

24.    North  Carolina  History  3  semester  hours 

The  history  of  North  Carolina  from  its  first  discoveries  by  the 
French  and  Spanish  to  the  present.  Political,  agricultural,  indus- 
trial, religious,  educational,  literary,  and  social  developments  re- 
ceive proper  attention.    Recommended  for  all  students. 

33.    Medieval  Europe  and  the  Renaissance      3  semester  hours 

The  development  of  medieval  civilization.  The  foundations  of 
medieval  cultural,  political,  social,  and  economic  institutions  are 
given  special  attention  as  well  as  the  idea  of  a  universal  Christian 
church.  The  passing  of  medieval  civilization  is  considered,  em- 
phasizing not  only  cultural,  but  social,  economic,  and  political  con- 
ditions which  contributed  to  the  rise  of  modern  Europe.  Recom- 
mended for  ministerial  students. 

35.    The  French  Revolution  and  Napoleon       3  semester  hours 

The  great  political  and  social  upheavals  in  Revolutionary  France 
between  1789  and  1815.  Particular  emphasis  is  given  to  the  im- 
pact of  the  Revolution  and  Napoleon  upon  Europe.  Prerequisite: 
History  11-12. 

46.    The  History  of  Latin  America  3  semester  hours 

The  political,  social,  economic,  and  cultural  history  of  Latin 
America  from  its  Indian,  Iberian,  and  African  backgrounds  to 
the  present,  including  a  survey  of  relations  between  Latin  America 
and  the  United   States.    Prerequisite:   History   11-12  or  21-22. 

MATHEMATICS 

7.  Elementary  Algebra  No  credit 

A  thorough  review  of  algebra  on  the  secondary  level.  Designed  for 
students  who  do  not  have  sufficient  high  school  units  in  algebra, 
or  for  those  who  do  not  make  a  satisfactory  grade  on  the  mathe- 
matics placement  test  but  desire  to  take  mathematics  on  the  col- 
lege level. 

8.  Plane  Geometry  No  credit 

Required  of  all  pre-engineering  students.  Prerequisite :  Mathe- 
matics 7. 

11.  College  Algebra  3  semester  hours 

Elementary  topics,  factoring,  fractions,  linear  equations  in  one, 
two  and  three  unknowns,  functions  and  graphs,  exponents  and 
radicals,  quadratic  equations.  Prerequisite:  one  unit  of  high  school 
algebra. 

12.  Trigonometry  3  semester  hours 

The  solution  of  right  and  oblique  triangles  both  with  and  with- 
out logarithms;  trigonometric  identities  and  trigonometric  equa- 
tions; line  functions  and  graphic  representations.  Prerequisites: 
Mathematics  8,  11. 
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13.    Analytical  Geometry  3  semester  hours 

Loci  of  equations,  the  straight  line,  circle,  parabola,  ellipse,  hyper- 
bola, the  general  equation  of  the  second  degree,  polar  coordinates, 
transcendental  curves,  parametric  equations,  coordinates  in  space, 
planes  and  surfaces.  Prerequisites:  Mathematics  11,  12. 

33.    Topics  in  Calculus  3  semester  hours 

Series,  expansion  of  functions,  mean  value  theorem,  ordinary  dif- 
ferential equations,  hyperbolic  functions,  partial  differentiation 
and  applications,  multiple  integrations  and  applications.  Prere- 
quisites :  Mathematics  31,  32. 

48.    Theory  of  Equations  3  semester  hours 

Complex  numbers,  theorems  on  roots  of  polynomial  equations, 
application  of  theorems  to  engineering  and  other  problems,  ap- 
proximations, determinants,  matrices  and  symmetric  functions. 
Prerequisites:  Mathematics  13,  23,  31,  32. 

MUSIC 

25-26.    Public  School  Music  6  semester  hours 

Fundamentals  of  music  theory  and  sight  reading  necessary  for 
primary  and  grammar  grade  teachers.  Study  of  the  child  voice, 
rote  songs,  problems  and  materials  of  music  in  the  elementary 
grades.  Intended  for  students  seeking  primary  or  grammar  grade 
certificate.  Students  will  benefit  from  taking  Music  16  before  en- 
tering this  course.  No  credit  on  major. 

PHILOSOPHY 

32.    Problems  of  Philosophy  3  semester  hours 

The  basic  problems  of  thought.  What  constitutes  knowledge? 
What  is  the  nature  of  moral  standards  and  other  universal  con- 
cepts? What  is  world  process?  Why  is  there  difference  between 
appearance  and  reality? 

42.  The  History  of  Philosophy  3  semester  hours 

Early  Christian,  Medieval  and  Scholastic  thought,  including  a 
study  of  factors  which  contributed  to  the  Renaissance. 

43.  Modern  Philosophy  3  semester  hours 

The  peculiar  nature,  genius,  and  methods  of  modern  philosophy, 
dealt  with  historically,  starting  with  Bacon,  Descartes,  Spinoza, 
and  Kant,  and  including  the  American  thinkers:  James,  Dewey, 
Royce,  and  Whitehead. 

PHYSICAL  EDUCATION 

21.    Principles  of  Health  3  semester  hours 

and  Physical  Education 
Designed  for  students  who  expect  to  teach  or  coach.  Includes  the 
history  of  health  education  and  physical  education;  philosophical, 
psychological,  physiological,  and  sociological  background  for  the 
teaching  of  health  and  physical  education;  basis  for  program,  and 
organization  of  activities. 

32.    Methods  and  Materials  2  semester  hours 

in  Teaching  Games  of  Low  Organization 
Designed  for  elementary  teachers  and  teachers  of  health  and  phys- 
ical education.    Includes  study  and  classification  of  games  of  low 
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organization  with  investigation  and  practice  in  methods  of  teach- 
ing them.  Recommended  for  recreation  leaders. 

33a.    Methods  and  Materials  2  semester  hours 

in  Teaching  Games  of  High  Organization 

Designed  for  teachers  in  junior  and  senior  high  schools.  Includes 
football,  soccer  and  speedball,  baseball,  Softball,  basketball,  and 
track  activities  for  the  physical  education  program.  Recommended 
for  recreation  leaders. 

41.  Personal  Hygiene  3  semester  hours 

To  develop  habits,  attitudes,  and  knowledge  concerning  health  and 
to  provide  professional  preparation  for  the  teaching  of  health. 

42.  Problems  in  Health  Education  3  semester  hours 

Problems  related  to  teaching  health  in  both  the  elementary  and 
secondary  schools.  Includes  observation  and  problem  solving. 

PHYSICS 

23.    Meteorology  4  semester  hours 

Primarily  part  of  the  ground  work  for  in-training  aviation  pilots. 
Subjects  considered  are:  atmosphere,  observation  and  instruments, 
evaporation,  condensation,  precipitation,  adiabatic  temperature 
changes,  stability  and  instability,  temperature  variations  and  their 
relation  to  weather  phenomena,  wind  systems,  air  masses,  fronts, 
cyclones  and  anti-cyclones,  weather  analysis,  weather  forecasting, 
weather  maps  and  sequence  reports,  and  climate. 

41.  Mechanics  3  semester  hours 

Forces:  their  composition  and  resolution,  forces  acting  on  a  rigid 
body,  balanced  forces,  work  and  energy,  first  and  second  degree 
moments,  dynamics  of  translatory  motion,  dynamics  of  rotary  mo- 
tion. Prerequisite:  Physics  13-14. 

42.  Heat  U  semester  hours 

The  essential  fundamentals  of  heating,  ventilation,  and  air  con- 
ditioning. Emphasis  placed  on  domestic  uses.  Factors  affecting 
human  comfort,  heat  transmission  and  air  infiltration,  calculation 
and  estimation  of  building  heat  losses  and  heat  gains,  fuels,  com- 
bustion, draft,  chimneys,  boilers,  insulation,  heating  with  steam, 
hot  water,  and  warm-air  systems;  air  conveying  and  air  cleaning, 
humidification  and  dehumidification,  control  of  air  temperature, 
and  summer  cooling  of  buildings.  Prerequisite:  Physics  13-14. 
Prerequisite:   Physics  13-14. 

PHOTOGRAPHY 

44.    Photography  U  semester  hours 

The  fundamental  principles  of  the  camera;  refraction,  focal  length 
of  lenses;  types  of  films;  the  negative,  positive  composition;  light- 
ing effects,  and  aerial  photography.

CHANGES  IN  THE  PHYSICAL  PLANT 

The  northwest  corner  of  the  campus  has  taken  on  a  new  appearance  within 
the  last  few  weeks.  Ladies'  Hall  has  been  demolished  and  removed.  The 
first  floor  of  a  new  dormitory  for  women  is  currently  under  construction. 
Plans  call  for  the  construction  in  two  stages  of  the  new  dormitory  which  is 
to  be  similar  to  Virginia  Hall  in  size  and  architecture.

The  north  wing  of  South  Hall  will  be  used  for  offices  for  twelve  faculty 
members.  The  remainder  of  the  building  will  be  used  as  a  dormitory  for 
men  students. 

Construction  is  underway  on  new  bathrooms  for  East  Dormitory,  ine 
northeast  corner  room  on  each  floor  is  being  removed  and  baths  will  be  built 
in  this  space.  The  dormitory  will  be  used  for  men  students  during  the 
coming  year. 

Plans  have  been  approved  and  construction  will  begin  soon  on  restrooms 
on  the  first  floor  of  Alamance  Building. 

Work  is  nearing  completion  on  the  replacement  of  the  gymnasium  floor. 
Due  to  moisture  and  water  damage  it  became  necessary  to  remove  all  of  the 
floor  and  the  framing  under  it  and  to  install  a  completely  new  floor  which 
will  be  ready  for  use  in  September. 


Ladies'  Hall,  built  in  1913,  was 
demolished  and  removed  from 
the  campus  during  early  July. 


GET  PHYSICAL  EXAMINATION  BEFORE  REGISTRATION 

Every  student  is  urged  to  get  a  complete  physical  examination  before 
coming  to  school  in  September.  The  physicians  should  complete  the  form 
furnished  by  the  College,  including  evidence  that  the  student  has  had  polio 
vaccine,  and  give  it  to  the  student  to  be  presented  at  registration.  Students 
will  not  be  permitted  to  complete  their  registration  without  the  required 
physical  examination.

Registration  for  the  fall  semester  will  be  held  in  Alamance  Building.  A 
list  of  faculty  advisers,  indicating  their  location,  will  be  furnished  to  you 
at  the  time  of  registration. 

The  following  procedures  must  be  followed: 

A.  Upperclassmen  who  pre-registered: 

1.  Go  to  the  Registrar's  Office.  If  it  is  necessary  to  change  your  sched- 
ule, it  can  be  done  at  this  time.  If  a  change  is  not  necessary,  you 
will  receive  the  Registrar's  approval  and  go  to  the  Business  Office  to 
complete  your  registration. 

B.  Freshmen  and  upperclassmen  who  did  not  pre-register: 

1.  Obtain  all  registration  forms  from  your  faculty  adviser. 

2.  Complete  registration  forms  and  have  your  adviser  approve  your 
course  schedule.  If  you  are  taking  more  than  17  semester  hours  you 
must  have  the  approval  of  the  Dean  of  the  College. 

3.  After  securing  the  approval  of  your  faculty  adviser  and,  if  necessary, 
the  Dean  of  the  College,  take  all  cards  to  the  Registrar's  Office — 
located  on  the  first  floor  of  Alamance  Building. 

4.  When  your  cards  have  been  approved  by  the  Registrar,  you  will  go 
directly  to  the  Business  Office  to  complete  your  registration  and  re- 
ceive your  class  tickets.

BUDGET  PAYMENT  PLANS 

College  Plan — Because  some  parents  prefer  to  pay  expenses  in  equal 
monthly  installments  during  the  academic  year,  the  Monthly  Payment  Plan 
has  been  initiated  for  costs  amounting  to  $100  or  more  in  the  semester. 

Under  this  plan,  one-third  of  the  total  expenses  is  due  at  registration  and 
the  balance  is  paid  in  equal  monthly  installments  at  an  increased  cost  of 

2  per  cent.  Use  of  the  plan  is  entirely  optional,  and  it  is  intended  solely  as 
a  convenience.    Forms  may  be  executed  at  the  time  of  registration. 

Pre-Paid  Education  Plan — Special  arrangements  have  been  made  with  the 
First-Citizens  Bank  and  Trust  Company  in  Raleigh,  North  Carolina,  whereby 
a  plan  for  one,  two,  three  or  four  years  of  college  is  available  on  a  monthly 
basis  at  a  reasonable  cost.  Also,  an  extended  payment  plan  is  available  so 
that  1  year  of  college  may  be  financed  in  18  months,  2  years  in  36  months, 

3  years  in  48  months,  and  4  years  in  60  months.  Life  insurance  on  the  parent 
or  guardian  who  signs  the  contract  is  provided  with  this  plan.  Contact  the 
Pre-Paid  Education  Department,  First-Citizens  Bank  and  Trust  Company 
in  Raleigh,  North  Carolina,  for  necessary  forms. 
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COSTS  COVERED  BY  TUITION  AND  FEES 

Included  in  the  tuition  fees  are  costs  of  registration,  use  of  the  library, 
recreation  facilities,  student  publications,  health  service,  post  office  box, 
certain  laboratory  fees,  and  12  to  16  semester  hours  of  work,  inclusive,  each 
semester.  Full-time  students  (those  who  pay  full  fees)  are  covered  by 
accident  and  health  insurance  which  becomes  effective  two  days  before  the 
opening  of  the  college  year  and  continues  through  two  days  after  school 
closes. 


ROOM  RENT 

The  cost  of  dormitory  accommodations  varies  slightly  according  to  the 
dormitory  and  room  selected.  The  charge  per  semester  for  each  student 
is  as  follows: 

Women   Students— West  Dormitory,   $45;    West  Dormitory,  adjoining  bath, 
$52.50;  Virginia  Hall,  $52.50;  New  Dormitory,  $52.50. 

Men  Students— East  Dormitory,  $45;  South  Hall,  $45;  Carolina  Hall,  $52.50; 
Smith  Hall,  $52.50. 


BUSINESS  EDUCATION  FEES 

When  a  student  takes  the  entire  Business  Education  course,  which  includes 
bookkeeping,  shorthand,  typewriting,  office  machines,  office  management, 
and  college  English,  the  cost  is  the  same  as  for  any  other  full-time  regular 
load. 


VETERANS 

In  order  not  to  place  a  burden  on  Korean  War  veterans,  the  College  pro- 
vides a  monthly  plan  of  payment  for  them.  Each  veteran  is  responsible  for 
signing  his  monthly  certification  of  training,  Form  7-1996a,  on  the  first  of 
each  month  and  turning  it  over  to  the  business  office  by  the  third  of  the 
month.  Forms  are  available  in  the  Registrar's  office  the  first  of  each  month. 
Form  22-1999,  Enrollment  Certification,  is  executed  when  the  veteran  first 
registers  for  the  regular  school  year  and  again  for  summer  school.  In  order 
for  the  veteran  to  have  a  satisfactory  enrollment  status  on  the  monthly  form, 
his  college  finances  must  be  in  order  and  up-to-date  before  the  College  com- 
pletes its  certification. 


NDEA  LOAN  FUND 

Applications  for  loan  funds  under  the  provisions  of  the  National  Defense 
Education  Act  should  be  sent  to  the  Business  Manager.  It  is  provided  that 
up  to  one-half  of  the  loan  may  be  cancelled  by  teaching  for  a  period  of  five 
years  after  graduation  from  college.

Two  courses  have  been  introduced  in  the  area  of  fine  arts.  Fine  Arts  35, 
a  2-semester  hour  course,  is  a  survey  of  the  visual  arts,  music  and  drama. 
Fine  Arts  33-34,  a  2-semester  hour  course,  is  a  survey  planned  around  public 
lectures,  concerts,  and  other  cultural  events  on  campus.  Course  work  will 
include  attendance  at  the  various  programs.  Either  of  these  courses  may  be 
used  to  meet  the  fine  arts  requirement  for  graduation. 

CHANGES  IN  DEPARTMENTAL  CHAIRMEN 

Dr.  James  Howell  and  Dr.  A.  L.  Hook  have  retired  as  departmental  chair- 
men, effective  June  1,  1960.  Both  will  continue  to  serve  as  full-time  teaching 
members  of  the  faculty.  During  1960-1961  Dr.  Robert  Benson  will  serve  as 
acting  chairman  of  the  Department  of  English  and  Professor  Lloyd  Smith 
will  serve  as  acting  chairman  of  the  Department  of  Mathematics.

THE  SUMMER  SCHOOL 

Elon  College  plans  and  operates  a  summer  school  of  two  six-weeks 
terms  for  the  following  students : 

Recent  High  School  Graduates 

A  program  is  planned  to  offer  recent  high  school  graduates  the  op- 
portunity of  beginning  college  work  immediately  without  waiting 
for  the  September  term.  Students  who  elect  to  attend  summer 
school  often  find  it  possible  to  complete  the  requirements  for  a 
degree  in  three  regular  school  years  and  three  summer  terms. 

Students  Entering  with  Deficiencies 

Beginning  courses  in  foreign  languages,  intermediate  algebra  and 
plane  geometry  are  offered  for  students  who  plan  to  do  college 
work  but  who  have  not  received  sufficient  high  school  credit  in 
these  areas. 

Regular  College  Students 

Courses  are  offered  for  students  who  are  currently  enrolled  in  col- 
lege and  who  wish  to  complete  the  degree  requirements  in  less  than 
four  years.  Students  in  Elon  College  who,  during  the  regular  term, 
did  not  maintain  the  desired  standard  of  work  in  their  courses  are 
advised  to  attend  summer  school  to  remove  these  deficiencies. 

Teachers  in  Service 

Courses  are  offered  for  the  teachers  in  the  public  school  system 
who  desire  further  study  for  purposes  of  certification  or  earning 
the  bachelor  of  arts  degree.  Many  teachers  also  wish  to  attend 
summer  school  in  order  to  "keep  their  minds  alive"  to  progressive 
elements  in  various  fields,  and  others  attend  for  the  sheer  joy  of 
learning  more  in  their  particular  fields  or  in  other  areas  of  study. 

LOCATBON 

Elon  College  is  located  four  miles  west  of  Burlington  and  17  miles 
east  of  Greensboro  on  the  North  Carolina  Division  of  the  Southern  Rail- 
road. The  railroad  forms  the  southern  boundary  of  the  campus  and  com- 
mands a  view  of  the  college  buildings. 

State  Highway  100  forms  the  northern  boundary  of  the  campus. 
Carolina  Trailway  buses  between  Raleigh  and  Charlotte  stop  at  the 
College  nearly  every  hour  of  the  day. 

CAMPUS 

The  college  campus  comprises  twenty-five  acres,  surrounded  by  an 
attractive  brick  wall  which  gives  an  appearance  of  dignity,  as  well  as 
beauty.  The  grounds  are  covered  for  the  most  part  by  native  oak  and 
hickory.  The  five  academic  buildings  at  the  heart  of  the  campus  contain 
administrative  offices,  class  rooms,  laboratories,  library,  music  practice 
rooms,  auditorium  and  chapel.  Dormitories  and  the  dining  hall  are 
located  near  this  central  group. 

The  climate  throughout  the  summer  is  enjoyable.  The  temperature 
is  moderate  and  conducive  to  good  health.  Dormitory  rooms  are  well 
ventilated  and  screened  in  order  to  insure  greatest  comfort. 


RELIGIOUS  ATMOSPHERE 

One  of  the  five  central  buildings  on  the  campus  houses  the  audi- 
torium in  which  chapel  services  are  held.  The  Elon  College  Community 
Church  is  located  adjacent  to  the  campus.  Students,  faculty  and  towns- 
people attend  the  regular  Sunday  morning  services  at  this  church 
throughout   the    year. 

Opportunity  is  offered  for  students  to  sing  in  the  church  choir  under 
competent  direction. 

Normally  one  or  more  young  peoples'  summer  conferences  are  held 
at  Moonelon,  the  conference  center  for  the  Congregational  Christian 
Churches  of  North  Carolina  and  Virginia,  near  the  campus  and  students 
are  invited  to  participate  in  the  worship  and  instructional  activities  of 
these  conferences. 

STUDENT  ACTIVITY 

Although  no  organized  athletics  are  sponsored  in  the  summer,  stu- 
dents have  the  opportunity  to  participate  in  outdoor  sports,  including 
softball,  tennis,  and  horseshoes.  Tournaments  may  be  organized  in  any 
or  all  of  the  above  sports.

COURSES  OF   INSTRUCTION 

This  bulletin  is  presented  for  the  convenience  of  prospective  summer 
school  students  in  advance  of  the  opening  of  the  summer  school.  Every 
reasonable  effort  will  be  made  to  offer  the  courses  as  outlined.  Condi- 
tions are  changing  rapidly  however  and  it  may  be  necessary  to  make 
some  changes  in  courses  and  in  personnel.  Elon  College  therefore  re- 
serves the  right  to  withdraw  any  course  with  insufficient  enrollment  and 
add  other  courses  should  the  need  arise. 

Two  courses,  representing  a  total  of  six  semester  hours  of  credit  per 
term  constitute  a  normal  load.  Continuous  courses  will  extend  over  the 
two  summer  terms. 

A  schedule  of  courses  for  the  summer  (both  day  and  evening  classes) 
is  printed  on  pages  15  and  16. 

ART 

17.    China  Painting  2  or  3  semester  hours 

Private  lessons,  one  or  two  each  week.  Tinting:  La  Croix  colors, 
matt  colors,  powder  colors;  flower  painting;  ornamental  work; 
raised  paste  and  gold;  enamels;  jewels,  etc.,  on  hard  china,  sat- 
suma,  Beleek,  and  Sedji. 

24.    Industrial  Arts  for  Elementary  Grades     3  semester  hours 

Methods  and  materials  used  in  the  study  of  industrial  arts  for 
primary  and  grammar  grades,  also  color  theory,  weaving,  model- 
ing, construction  work,  posters,  book-binding,  block-printing,  and 
projects  for  history  and  geography  classes.  The  subject  matter  is 
creative  and  illustrated,  and  is  centered  about  the  interests  and 
needs  of  the  child.    Required  for  elementary  teacher's  certificate. 

BUSINESS  ADMINISTRATION 

11.    Mathematics  of  Finance  3  semester  hours 

Problem  solving,  equations,  application  of  per  cent,  simple  and 
compound  interest,  bank  discount,  payrolls,  insurance,  deprecia- 
tion, discounts,  markup,  and  graphs.  Each  topic  is  presented  with 
emphasis  on  business  application.  Counts  toward  mathematics 
requirements  for  business  majors  if  Business  Administration  47 
also  is  taken. 

21-22.    Principles  of  Accounting  6  semester  hours 

To  give  the  student  an  insight  into  the  various  methods  used  in 
keeping  the  records  of  single  proprietorships,  partnerships,  and 
corporations.  Year-end  adjustments,  work-sheets,  and  preparation 
of  financial  statements  emphasized.  Problems,  practice  sets,  lec- 
tures, and  laboratory.   Prerequisite:  Business  Administration  11. 

23-24.    Principles  of  Economics  6  semester  hours 

Fundamental  principles  underlying  economic  relations  and  activi- 
ties. Analysis  of  production,  consumption,  exchange  and  distribu- 
tion. Survey  of  money,  banking,  credit,  the  business  cycle,  busi- 
ness organization,  insurance,  labor  problems,  economic  reforms. 
Intensive  criticism  of  theories  of  value,  rent,  interest,  and  profits. 

31.    Principles  of  Marketing  3  semester  hours 

The  forces  involved  in  the  flow  of  goods  from  the  point  of  produc- 
tion to  the  point  of  consumption,  and  the  channels  of  distribution. 


The  interest  of  the  consumer;  the  marketing  functions;  commod- 
ity, agricultural,  and  industrial  marketing;  merchandising  con- 
siderations; price  policies;  and  governmental  regulations  of  com- 
petition.  Prerequisites:  Business  Administration  23,  24. 

33-34.    Business  Law  6  semester  hours 

Begins  with  an  intensive  study  of  contracts  and  advances  through 
the  case  method  in  covering  legal  principles  governing  the  con- 
duct of  business.  Agency  partnership,  bailments,  personal  prop- 
erty, and  sales  are  covered  in  the  first  term;  insurance,  nego- 
tiable instruments,  suretyship  and  guaranty,  labor,  carriers  and 
corporations  in  the  second  term.  Prerequisites:  Business  Ad- 
ministration 23,  24,  or  consent  of  instructor. 

41.    Fundamentals  of  Insurance  3  semester  hours 

The  basic  principles  underlying  insurance  contracts  and  the  scope 
of  coverage  under  the  several  divisions  of  insurance,  including 
life,  fire,  marine,  casualty,  bonds,  and  automobile  insurance.  The 
subject  is  considered  from  the  viewpoints  of  personal,  business, 
social,  and  special  group  needs.  The  newer  forms  of  coverage  are 
given  special  attention. 

49.    Personnel  Administration  3  semester  hours 

Introduction  to  the  applied  science  of  manpower  management  in 
the  light  of  present-day  employer-employee  relationships.  Person- 
nel policies;  organization  planning;  job  analysis;  recruitment  and 
selection;  induction  and  training;  compensation;  promotion,  trans- 
fer, and  separation;  personnel  communications;  labor  relations; 
employee  benefits  and  services;  and  industrial  relations  research. 
Prerequisites:  Business  Administration  23,  24. 

DRAMATICS 

26.    Public  Speaking  3  semester  hours 

The  fundamentals  of  public  speaking;  principles,  actual  practice, 
and  constructive  criticism.  Required  of  all  English  and  dramatic 
arts  majors. 

36.    Oral  Interpretation  3  semester  hours 

The  oral  re-creation  of  literature  for  an  audience;  principles  and 
practice  in  comprehension,  appreciation  and  skill  in  projecting 
literary  material  of  various  kinds.  Required  of  all  students  with 
a  double  major  in  English  and  dramatic  arts. 

EDUCATION 

21.    Introduction  to  the  Studtj  of  Education    3  semester  hours 

For  students  beginning  professional  training  in  teacher  education : 
the  course  purposes  to  acquaint  the  prospective  teacher  with  four 
major  aspects  of  education:  the  teaching  profession,  the  school 
system,  the  teacher,  and  the  pupil. 

38.    Principles  of  Guidance  3  semester  hours 

A  course  in  the  fundamentals  of  counseling  with  emphasis  on 
understanding  the  personalities,  adjustments,  and  differences  in 
pupils  at  various  educational  levels;  emphasis  on  both  classroom 
and  group  guidance. 


42.  Classroom  Management  3  semester  hours 

To  acquaint  the  student  teacher  with  methods  of  organization  and 
procedures  in  the  guidance  of  student  activity.  Principles  of  di- 
rected conduct,  integrated  unit  programs,  and  other  essential 
features. 

43.  History  of  Education  3  semester  hours 

Special  emphasis  is  placed  upon  education  in  the  United  States, 
with  particular  attention  to  educational  leaders  and  progressive 
programs.  The  progress  of  elementary,  secondary,  higher,  and 
adult  education  is  studied  in  detail,  with  European  and  later 
American  influences  as  background. 

44.  The  Philosophy  of  Education  3  semester  hours 

The  underlying  principles  of  educational  theories;  the  solutions  of 
educational  problems;  the  development  of  democratic  conceptions 
underlying  an  educational  program;  and  the  social,  moral,  and 
cultural  implications  of  the  development  of  personality. 

47.    Principles  of  High  School  Training  3  semester  hours 

To  guide  the  prospective  teacher  in  the  principles  of  learning;  to 
acquaint  him  with  modern  procedures  of  school  programs;  and  to 
give  him  an  underlying  philosophy  of  student  attitudes  and  needs 
that  he  may  know  how  to  guide  the  pupil  properly  in  his  activities. 

49.    Administration  and  Supervision  3  semester  hours 

A  study  of  local,  state  and  national  administrative  and  super- 
visory agencies;  educational,  professional,  economic  and  social 
factors  affecting  the  teacher's  relationships  to  various  phases  of 
administration  and  supervision. 

ENGLISH 

11-12.    Freshman  English  6  semester  hours 

The  study  of  correct  usage  in  grammar,  mechanics,  punctuation, 
spelling,  and  the  writing  of  numerous  themes.  Required  of  all 
students  except  those  qualifying  for  English  13-14. 

21-22.    English  Literature  Survey  6  semester  hours 

Study  of  great  English  masterpieces  and  literary  history.  English 
21  includes  literature  through  Milton;  English  22  continues  the 
study  of  the  contemporary  period.  Some  attention  will  be  paid  to 
art,  music,  and  philosophy  in  the  period  studied.  Required  of  all 
students,  these  two  courses  complete  the  basic  requirements  in 
English. 

33.    Shakespeare  3  semester  hours 

A  selected  group  of  Shakespeare's  comedies,  tragedies,  and  chron- 
icle history  plays.  Parallel  readings  in  the  literature  of  the  field, 
reports  en  plays  not  studied  in  class,  and  a  term  paper  are  re- 
quired.  Prerequisites:  English  11-12  or  13-14,  21-22.

American  literature  prior  to  Whitman.    A  term  paper  is  required. 

47.    The  Romantic  Period  3  semester  hours 

English  poetry  and  prose  during  the  times  of  Wordsworth,  Cole- 
ridge, Scott,  Byron,  Shelley,  and  Keats. 

FINE  ARTS 

35.    Fine  Arts  2  semester  hours 

A  survey  of  the  visual  arts,  music,  and  drama. 

FRENCH 

11-12.    Elementary  French  6  semester  hours 

An  introduction  to  the  essentials  of  French  grammar,  pronuncia- 
tion, composition,  conversation  and  civilization.  Students  who  have 
acquired  two  high  school  units  in  French  may  not  take  French 
11-12  for  credit. 

GEOGRAPHY 

15.    Economic  Geography  3  semester  hours 

The  economic,  social,  and  political  aspects  of  the  distribution  of 
natural  resources  and  their  utilization.  The  influence  of  climate 
on  population  density  is  emphasized. 

21.    Principles  of  Geography  3  semester  hours 

The  physical  world  and  its  relation  to  man  with  special  emphasis 
upon  the  effects  of  climatic  differences  on  population  distribution 
and  human  occupations. 

HISTORY 

11-12.    A  Survey  of  Western  Civilization        6  semester  hours 

European  history  from  the  era  of  pre-history  to  the  present.  The 
cultural  and  social  development  of  the  various  ancient  and  Euro- 
pean cultures  is  given  equal  emphasis  with  the  course  of  events 
in  political  and  economic  spheres. 

21-22.    A  Survey  of  American  History  6  semester  hours 

American  history  from  the  period  of  discovery  and  colonization 
to  the  present.  Emphasis  is  upon  certain  fundamental  themes  in 
American  history  and  forces  that  have  shaped  American  life. 
History  21  covers  the  period  from  discovery  to  1865;  History  22 
the  years  from  1865  to  the  present.  Prerequisite:  sophomore 
standing. 

41.    The  United  States  3  semester  hours 

in  the  Twentieth  Century 

Contemporary  American  history  with  reference  to  expansion  over- 
seas, the  progressive  era,  World  War  I,  the  Harding-Coolidge 
regime,  growth  of  business  and  labor,  Franklin  D.  Roosevelt  and 
the  New  Deal,  World  War  II,  and  the  era  of  the  Cold  War.  Spe- 
cial attention  to  the  world  leadership  of  the  United  States  and 
other  themes  that  express  recent  American  history.  Prerequisite : 
History  21-22. 
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MATHEMATICS 

7.  Elementary  Algebra  No  credit 

A  thorough  review  of  algebra  on  the  secondary  level.  Designed  for 
students  who  do  not  have  sufficient  high  school  units  in  algebra, 
or  for  those  who  do  not  make  a  satisfactory  grade  on  the  mathe- 
matics placement  test  but  desire  to  take  mathematics  on  the  col- 
lege level. 

8.  Plane  Geometrij  No  credit 

Required  of  all  pre-engineering  students.  Prerequisite:  Mathe- 
matics 7. 

11.  College  Algebra  3  semester  hours 

Elementary  topics,  factoring,  fractions,  linear  equations  in  one, 
two  and  three  unknowns,  functions  and  graphs,  exponents  and 
radicals,  quadratic  equations.  Prerequisite :  one  unit  of  high  school 
algebra. 

12.  Trigonometry  3  semester  hours 

The  solution  of  right  and  oblique  triangles  both  with  and  with- 
out logarithms;  trigonometric  identities  and  trigonometric  equa- 
tions; line  functions  and  graphic  representations.  Prerequisites: 
Mathematics  8,  11. 

13.  Analytical  Geometry  3  semester  hours 

Loci  of  equations,  the  straight  line,  circle,  parabola,  ellipse,  hyper- 
bola, the  general  equation  of  the  second  degree,  polar  coordinates, 
transcendental  curves,  parametric  equations,  coordinates  in  space, 
planes  and  surfaces.   Prerequisites:  Mathematics  11,  12. 

33.    Topics  in  Calculus  3  semester  hours 

Series,  expansion  of  functions,  mean  value  theorem,  ordinary  dif- 
ferential equations,  hyperbolic  functions,  partial  differentiation 
and  applications,  multiple  integrations  and  applications.  Prereq- 
uisites: Mathematics  31,  32. 

41.    Differential  Equations  3  semester  hours 

Ordinary  and  the  partial  differential  equations,  the  theory  of  in- 
tegration of  such  equations  as  admit  of  a  known  transformation 
group,  and  the  classic  methods  of  integration  compared  with  those 
which  flow  from  the  theory  of  continuous  groups.  Prerequisites : 
Mathematics  31,  32. 

MUSIC 

25-26.    Public  School  Music  6  semester  hours 

Fundamentals  of  music  theory  and  sight  reading  necessary  for 
primary  and  grammar  grade  teachers.  Study  of  the  child  voice, 
note  songs,  problems  and  materials  of  music  in  the  elementary 
grades.  Intended  for  students  seeking  primary  or  gammar  grade 
certificate.  Students  will  benefit  from  taking  Music  16  before  en- 
tering this  course.   No  credit  on  major. 
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PHILOSOPHY 

43.    Modern  Philosophy  3  semester  hours 

The  peculiar  nature,  genius,  and  methods  of  modern  philosophy, 
dealt  with  historically,  starting  with  Bacon,  Descartes,  Spinoza, 
and  Kant,  and  including  the  American  thinkers:  James,  Dewey, 
Royce,  and  Whitehead. 

PHYSICAL  EDUCATION 

32.    Methods  and  Materials  2  semester  hours 

in  Teaching  Games  of  Low  Organization 
Designed  for  elementary  teachers  and  teachers  of  health  and  phys- 
ical education.    Includes  study  and  classification  of  games  of  low 
organization  with  investigation  and  practice  in  methods  of  teach- 
ing them.    Recommended  for  recreation  leaders. 

33b.    Methods  and  Materials  2  semester  hours 

in  Individual  Sports 

Includes  tennis,  badminton,  handball,  golf,  and  wrestling. 

36.    Methods  and  Materials  in  Teaching  2  semester  hours 

Gymnastics,  Tumbling  and  Stunts 

Designed  for  teachers  in  physical  education.  At  least  one-third  of 
time  is  in  laboratory  work. 

41.  Personal  Hygiene  3  semester  hours 

To  develop  habits,  attitudes,  and  knowledge  concerning  health  and 
to  provide  professional  preparation  for  the  teaching  of  health. 

42.  Problems  in  Health  Education  3  semester  hours 

Problems  related  to  teaching  health  in  both  the  elementary  and 
secondary  schools.   Includes  observation  and  problem  solving. 

47.    Organization  and  Administration  3  semester  hours 

of  Health  and  Physical  Education 

The  administrative  policies  of  health,  physical  education,  and  rec- 
reation departments  in  secondary  schools  from  the  standpoint  of 
executive  responsibilities;  program  of  activities;  departmental 
personnel;  business  management,  finances,  construction,  equip- 
ment and  care  of  plant;  selection  and  supervision  of  staff;  organi- 
zation and  administration  of  activities. 

PHYSICS 

31-32.    Electricity  and  Magnetism  8  semester  hours 

Designed  to  give  a  basic  knowledge  of  the  fundamental  laws  of 
electric  and  magnetic  circuits.  Includes  both  alternating  current 
and  direct  current  circuits  witfi  inductance  and  capacitance.  3 
class  hours;  3  laboratory  hours.  Prerequisite:  Physics  13-14;  rec- 
ommended corequisite:  Mathematics  31,  32. 

36.    Household  Physics  U  semester  hours 

Designed  especially  for  women  students  and  to  meet  the  require- 
ments for  the  public  school  certificate  in  home  economics.  3  class 
hours,  3  laboratory  hours. 
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44.    Photography  U  semester  hours 

The  fundamental  principles  of  the  camera ;  refraction,  focal  length 
of  lenses ;  types  of  films ;  the  negative,  positive  composition ;  light- 
ing effects,  and  aerial  photography.  Both  still  and  movie  cameras 
are  used.    Recommended  prerequisite  or  corequisite:    Physics  43. 

PSYCHOLOGY 

21.    General  Psychology  3  semester  hours 

Emphasizing  fundamental  processes  of  human  behavior,  responses 
to  various  stimuli,  building  of  personality,  and  mind  in  its  rela- 
tionship to  the  modern  world.  Prerequisite  to  all  other  courses  in 
psychology. 

31.    Educational  Psychology  3  semester  hours 

Inherited  tendencies;  laws  of  learning;  laws  of  teaching;  habit 
formation;  individual  differences;  formation  of  correct  ideals  and 
attitudes. 

RELIGION 

21.  New  Testament  Times  3  semester  hours 

The  historical  situation  and  environment  from  which  Early  Chris- 
tianity emerged;  developments  in  Judaism,  Hellenism;  period  of 
the  Maccabees;  background  of  the  religious  ideas  and  institutions 
of  the  Christian  era. 

22.  Introduction  to  Literature  3  semester  hours 
of  the  New  Testament 

How  did  the  New  Testament  canon  develop?  The  Patristic  Writ- 
ings; also,  an  introduction  to  specific  books  of  the  New  Testa- 
ment. 

SCIENCE  SURVEY 

11-12.    A  Survey  of  the  Physical  Sciences       8  semester  hours 

General  subjects  of  astronomy,  geology,  physics,  and  chemistry. 
Demonstrations  with  various  physical  apparatus  and  illustrations 
with  slides,  film  strips,  movie  films  and  field  trips.    Laboratory. 

15,  16.    A  Survey  of  the  Natural  Sciences        9  semester  hours 
for  Elementary  Education  Majors 

A  survey  of  the  physical  and  biological  sciences.  Laboratory  work 
includes  experiments  of  a  basic  nature  as  well  as  techniques  of 
presenting  classroom  demonstrations.  3  class  hours,  3  laboratory 
hours. 

SPANISH

BUDGET  PAYMENT  PLANS 

College  Plan — Because  some  parents  prefer  to  pay  expenses  in  equal 
monthly  installments  during  the  academic  year,  the  Monthly  Payment  Plan 
has  been  initiated  for  costs  amounting  to  $100  or  more  in  the  semester. 

Under  this  plan,  one-third  of  the  total  expenses  is  due  at  registration  and 
the  balance  is  paid  in  equal  monthly  installments  at  an  increased  cost  of 

2  per  cent.  Use  of  the  plan  is  entirely  optional,  and  it  is  intended  solely  as 
a  convenience.    Forms  may  be  executed  at  the  time  of  registration. 

Pre-Paid  Education  Plan — Special  arrangements  have  been  made  with  the 
First-Citizens  Bank  and  Trust  Company  in  Raleigh,  North  Carolina,  whereby 
a  plan  for  one,  two,  three  or  four  years  of  college  is  available  on  a  monthly 
basis  at  a  reasonable  cost.  Also,  an  extended  payment  plan  is  available  so 
that  1  year  of  college  may  be  financed  in  18  months,  2  years  in  36  months, 

3  years  in  48  months,  and  4  years  in  60  months.  Life  insurance  on  the  parent 
or  guardian  who  signs  the  contract  is  provided  with  this  plan.  The  plan  is 
available  for  costs  amounting  to  $100.00  or  more  in  the  semester.  Contact 
the  Pre-Paid  Education  Department,  First-Citizens  Bank  and  Trust  Company 
in  Raleigh,  North  Carolina,  for  necessary  forms. 
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COSTS  COVERED  BY  TUITION  AND  FEES 

Included  in  the  tuition  fees  are  costs  of  registration,  use  of  the  library, 
recreation  facilities,  student  publications,  health  services,  post  office  box, 
certain  laboratory  fees,  and  12  to  16  semester  hours  of  work,  inclusive,  each 
semester.  Pull-time  students  (those  who  pay  full  fees)  are  covered  by 
accident  and  health  insurance  which  becomes  effective  two  days  before  the 
opening  of  the  college  year  and  continues  through  two  days  after  school 
closes. 


ROOM  RENT 

The  cost  of  dormitory  accommodations  varies  slightly  according  to  the 
dormitory  and  room  selected.  The  charge  per  semester  for  each  student 
is  as  follows: 

Women   Students — West  Dormitory,   $45;    West  Dormitory,  adjoining  bath, 
$52.50;  Virginia  Hall,  $52.50;  New  Dormitory,  $52.50. 

Men  Students— East  Dormitory,  $45;  South  Hall,  $45;  Carolina  Hall,  $52.50; 
Smith  Hall,  $52.50. 


BUSINESS  EDUCATION  FEES 

When  a  student  takes  the  entire  Business  Education  course,  which  includes 
bookkeeping,  shorthand,  typewriting,  office  machines,  office  management, 
and  college  English,  the  cost  is  the  same  as  for  any  other  full-time  regular 
load. 


VETERANS 

In  order  not  to  place  a  burden  on  Korean  War  veterans,  the  College  pro- 
vides a  monthly  plan  of  payment  for  them.  Each  veteran  is  responsible  for 
signing  his  monthly  certification  of  training,  Form  7-1996a,  on  the  first  of 
each  month  and  turning  it  over  to  the  business  office  by  the  third  of  the 
month.  Forms  are  available  in  the  Registrar's  office  the  first  of  each  month. 
Form  22-1999,  Enrollment  Certification,  is  executed  when  the  veteran  first 
registers  for  the  regular  school  year  and  again  for  summer  school.  In  order 
for  the  veteran  to  have  a  satisfactory  enrollment  status  on  the  monthly  form, 
his  college  finances  must  be  in  order  and  up-to-date  before  the  College  com- 
pletes its  certification. 


NDEA  LOAN  FUND 

Application  for  loan  funds  under  the  provisions  of  the  National  Defense 
Education  Act  should  be  sent  to  the  Business  Manager.  It  is  provided  that 
up  to  one-half  of  the  loan  may  be  cancelled  by  teaching  for  a  period  of  five 
years  after  graduation  from  college.

PIPE  ORGAN  RENOVATION 

The  thirty-six  year  old  Skinner  Organ  in  Whitley  Auditorium  is  in  the 
process  of  being  completely  renovated.  This  is  being  done  through  the  gen- 
erosity of  contributors  to  the  Elon  College  Organ  Fund. 

In  addition  to  installing  15  ranks  of  new  pipes,  cleaning,  releathering,  and 
remodeling  existing  components,  and  replacing  the  old  5  horsepower  blower 
with  a  new  10  horsepower  blower,  a  new  Reuter  Console  is  being  purchased. 

When  the  present  work  is  completed,  the  organ  will  have  41  ranks  (a  total 
of  2392  pipes).    This  organ  will  be  one  of  the  finest  of  its  size  in  the  area.

Heavy  equipment  was  used  in  June  to  complete 
grading  operations.  It  is  expected  that  the  field  will  be  ready  for  pre-season 
practice  in  early  September.

NOTED  WRITER  TO  TEACH  IN  THE  FALL 

Mr.  Manly  Wade  Wellman,  one  of  North  Carolina's  foremost  writers, 
will  teach  a  three-hour  course  in  creative  writing  during  the  fall  semester. 
Mr.  Wellman,  who  has  been  a  full-time  professional  writer  since  1934, 
has  conducted  several  courses  in  creative  writing. 

A  prolific  writer,  Mr.  Wellman  has  published  more  than  500  short 
stories  and  36  books  of  fiction  and  non-fiction.  In  1946  he  was  the  winner 
of  the  Bllery  Queen  Mystery  Award.  His  book  Dead  and  Gone  won  the 
Edgar  Allan  Poe  Award  of  the  Mystery  Writers  of  America  as  that  year's 
best  non-fiction  study  of  crime. 

Rebel  Boast,  a  book  about,  soldiers  of  the  Confederacy,  was  nominated 
for  the  1956  Pulitzer  Prize  for  history.  Last  year  his  book  The  County 
of  Warren  won  the  Peace  Award  as  the  best  volume  of  North  Carolina 
local  history  published  during  the  two  years  ending  June,  1961.  Several 
of  his  novels  for  young  people  have  been  Junior  Literary  Guild  selections.

GUIDANCE  CONSULTANT  TO  BE  AT  ELON 

Dr.  Edward  S.  Jones,  well-known  authority  on  student  problems,  will 
be  at  Elon  College  during  the  1962-63  academic  year  as  a  guidance  consul- 
tant. In  this  capacity  he  will  consult  with  students  about  techniques  of 
studying,  individual  and  group  problems  confronting  college  students,  and 
attitudes  toward  college  education.  Dr.  Jones  plans  to  meet  with  students 
in  group  discussions  and  individual  conferences. 

His  book  Improvement  of  Study  Habits  is  widely  used  in  American  col- 
leges. He  has  published  over  thirty  articles  in  psychological  and  educa- 
tional journals. 

Dr.  Jones  was  graduated  from  Oberlin  College  and  has  a  Doctor  of 
Philosophy  degree  from  the  University  of  Chicago.  He  has  taught  at 
Oberlin  College,  the  University  of  North  Carolina,  Duke  University,  and 
the  University  of  Buffalo,  where  he  was  Dean  of  Students  for  sixteen  years. 
In  1949  he  was  a  Fulbright  Professor  at  the  University  of  the  Philippines.

BUDGET  PAYMENT  PLANS 

Pre-Paid  Education  Plan — Special  arrangements  have  been  made  with 
the  First-Citizens  Bank  and  Trust  Company  in  Raleigh,  North  Carolina, 
whereby  a  plan  for  one,  two,  three  or  four  years  of  college  is  available  on 
a  monthly  basis  at  a  reasonable  cost.  Also,  an  extended  payment  plan  is 
available  so  that  1  year  of  college  may  be  financed  in  18  months,  2  years 
in  36  months,  3  years  in  48  months,  and  4  years  in  60  months.  Life  in- 
surance on  the  parent  or  guardian  who  signs  the  contract  is  provided  with 
this  plan.  The  plan  is  available  for  costs  amounting  to  $100.00  or  more 
in  the  semester.  Contact  the  Pre-Paid  Education  Department,  First-Citi- 
zens Bank  and  Trust  Company  in  Raleigh,  North  Carolina,  for  necessary 
forms. 

College  Plan — Because  some  parents  prefer  to  pay  expenses  in  equal 
monthly  installments  during  the  academic  year,  the  Monthly  Payment  Plan 
has  been  initiated  for  costs  amounting  to  $100  or  more  in  the  semester. 

Under  this  plan,  one-third  of  the  total  expenses  is  due  at  registration  and 
the  balance  is  paid  in  equal  monthly  installments  at  an  increased  cost  of 
2  per  cent.  Use  of  the  plan  is  entirely  optional,  and  it  is  intended  solely  as 
a  convenience.    Forms  may  be  executed  at  the  time  of  registration. 

COSTS  COVERED  BY  TUITION  AND  FEES 

Included  in  the  tuition  fees  are  costs  of  registration,  use  of  the  library, 
recreation  facilities,  student  publications,  health  services,  post  office  box, 
laboratory  fees,  and  12  to  16  semester  hours  of  work,  inclusive,  each 
semester.  Full-time  students  (those  who  pay  full  fees)  are  covered  by 
accident  and  health  insurance  which  becomes  effective  two  days  before  the 
opening  of  the  college  year  and  continues  through  two  days  after  school 
closes. 
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ROOM  RENT 

The  cost  of  dormitory  accomodations  varies  slightly  according  to  the 
dormitory  and  room  selected.    The  charge  per  semester  for  each  student 
is  as  follows: 
Women  Students — West  Dormitory,  $50;  West  Dormitory,  adjoining  hath, 

$62.50;  Virginia  Hall,  $62.50;  New  Dormitory,  $62.50. 
Men   Students — East   Dormitory,    $50;    South    Hall,    $50;    Carolina    Hall, 

$62.50;    Smith   Hall,    $62.50. 

BUSINESS  EDUCATION  FEES 

When  a  student  takes  the  entire  Business  Education  course,  which  in- 
cludes bookkeeping,  shorthand,  typewriting,  office  machines,  office  man- 
agement, and  college  English,  the  cost  is  the  same  as  for  any  other  full- 
time  regular  load. 

VETERANS 

In  order  not  to  place  a  burden  on  Korean  War  veterans,  the  College  pro- 
vides a  monthly  plan  of  payment  for  them.  Each  veteran  is  responsible  for 
signing  his  monthly  certification  of  training,  Form  7-1 9  9  6a,  on  the  first  of 
each  month  and  turning  it  over  to  the  Business  Office  by  the  third  of  the 
month.  Forms  are  available  ini  the  Registrar's  Office  the  first  of  each  month 
Form  22-1999,  Enrollment  Certification,  is  executed  when  the  veteran  first 
registers  for  the  regular  school  year  and  again  for  summer  school.  In 
order  for  the  veteran  to  have  satisfactory  enrollment  status  on  the  monthly 
form,  his  college  finances  must  be  in  order  and  up-to-date  before  the  Col- 
lege completes  its  certification. 

NDEA  LOAN  FUND 

Application  for  loan  funds  under  the  provisions  of  the  National  Defense 
Education  Act  should  be  sent  to  the  Business  Manager.  It  is  provided  that 
up  to  one-half  of  the  loan  may  be  cancelled  by  teaching  for  a  period  of 
five  years  after  graduation  from  college. 

ABSENCE  REGULATIONS  ARE  CHANGED 

As  the  result  of  a  study  made  by  a  special  committee  of  the  faculty, 
changes  were  made  in  the  policy  governing  class  attendance.  Under  the 
former  regulations  a  student  had,  in  affect,  no  "free  cuts",  since  he  was 
required  to  provide  excuses  for  all  absences  if  the  number  exceeded  five. 
Under  the  revised  regulations  a  student  will  be  permitted  to  have  in  each 
course  that  number  of  "free  cuts"  which  is  equivalent  to  the  number  of 
class  meetings  per  week  in  that  course. 

HONOR  SOCIETY  FORMED 

At  the  April  6  meeting  of  the  faculty  the  constitution  for  the  ORDER 
OF  THE  OAK,  a  scholastic  honor  society,  was  adopted.  The  purpose  of 
the  organization  is  to  "recognize  superior  scholarship,  to  encourage  in- 
tellectual achievement,  and  to  foster  the  liberal  and  critical  mind." 

To  be  eligible  a  student  must  have  at  least  junior  standing  with  a 
cumulative  grade  point  average  of  3.30  and  must  be  of  good  character. 
A  transfer  student  must  have  completed  at  least  three  semesters  at  Elon 
College.    Election  to  the  society  will  be  by  vote  of  the  faculty. 

It  is  hoped  that  the  ORDER  OF  THE  OAK,  having  its  primary  emphasis 
on  scholarship,  will  provide  additional  incentive  for  intellectual  achieve- 
ment by  Elon  College  students.

Jack  O.  White,  a  highly  successful 
band  director  for  the  past  ten  years,  will 
assume  duties  as  Elon  College  Band  Di- 
rector this  fall.

He  is  a  graduate  of  Concord  Colllege 
in  West  Virginia  and  has  a  master's  de- 
gree from  the  University  of  North  Caro- 
lina. His  previous  band  experience  in- 
cludes high  school  positions  at  Lebanon, 
Virginia;  Wytheville,  Virginia;  and  Ca- 
ry,  North  Carolina. 

At  Lebanon,  his  band  won  first  place 
ratings  in  Virginia  for  four  out  of  five 
years.  At  Wytheville,  his  band  placed 
first  among  150  marching  bands  at  the 
National  Jaycee  Convention  in  1956, 
marched  for  the  Presidential  Inaugural  Parade  in  1957,  won  top  honors 
in  the  National  Dogwood  Festival  for  three  years,  and  ranked  among  the 
leading  bands  at  the  National  Lions  Club  Convention  in  1959. 

In  his  last  position  at  Cary  High  School  in  North  Carolina,  he  developed 
a  90  piece  band  which  played  for  special  programs  throughout  the  State 
and  represented  North  Carolina  at  the  nationwide  band  festival,  which 
was  held  in  Mason  City,  Iowa  in  June,  19  62.

COSTS  COVERED  BY  TUITION  AND  FEES 

Included  in  the  tuition  fees  are  costs  of  registration,  use  of  the  library, 
recreation  facilities,  student  publications,  health  services,  post  office  box, 
laboratory  fees,  and  12  to  16  semester  hours  of  work,  inclusive,  each 
semester.  Full-time  students  (those  who  pay  full  fees)  are  covered  by 
accident  and  health  insurance  which  becomes  effective  two  days  before  the 
opening  of  the  college  year  and  continues  through  two  days  after  school 
closes. 

ROOM  RENT 

The  cost  of  dormitory  accommodations  varies  slightly  according  to  the 
dormitory  and  room  selected.  The  charge  per  semester  for  each  student 
is  as  follows:

POST  OFFICE  BOXES 

Post  office  boxes  for  students  are  located  in  the  Student  Union.  Each 
student  will  be  assigned  a  box  during  the  registration  period.  No  extra 
charge  is  made  for  this  convenience. 

BUDGET  PAYMENT  PLANS 

Pre-Paid  Education  Plan — Special  arrangements  have  been  made  With 
the  First-Citizens  Bank  and  Trust  Company  in  Raleigh,  North  Carolina, 
whereby  a  plan  for  one,  two,  three  or  four  years  of  college  is  available  on 
a  monthly  basis  at  a  reasonable  cost.  Also,  an  extended  payment  plan  is 
available  so  that  1  year  of  college  may  be  financed  in  18  months,  2  years 
in  36  months,  3  years  in  48  months,  and  4  years  in  60  months.  Life  in- 
surance on  the  parent  or  guardian  who  signs  the  contract  is  provided  with 
this  plan.  The  plan  is  available  for  costs  amounting  to  $100.00  or  more 
in  the  semester.  Contact  the  Pre-Paid  Education  Department,  First-Citi- 
zens  Bank  and  Trust  Company  in  Raleigh,  North  Carolina,  for  necessary 
forms. 

College  Plan — Because  some  parents  prefer  to  pay  expenses  in  equal 
monthly  installments  during  the  academic  year,  the  Monthly  Payment  Plan 
has  been  initiated  for  costs  amounting  to  $100  or  more  in  the  semester. 

Under  this  plan,  one-third  of  the  total  expenses  is  due  at  registration 
and  the  balance  is  paid  in  equal  monthly  installments  at  an  increased  cost 
of  2  per  cent.  Use  of  the  plan  is  entirely  optional,  and  it  is  intended  solely 
as  a  convenience.     Forms  may  be  executed  at  the  time  of  registration.

NEW  HOME  FOR  THE  PRESIDENT 

Completion  of  construction  of  the  new  home  for  the  president  of  Elon 
College  is  scheduled  for  August. 

Located  adjacent  to  the  campus  at  the  corner  of  Haggard  Avenue  and 
O'Kelly  Avenue,  the  architecture  of  the  new  home  merges  into  the  tra- 
ditional style  of  the  other  buildings  on  the  Elon  campus. 

Plans  for  the  construction  of  the  new  home  were  made  by  a  trustee 
committee  that  included  Mrs.  J.  H.  McEwen,  George  D.  Colclough,  Dr. 
John  R.  Kernodle,  J.  Hinton  Rountree  and  Royall  H.  Spence,  Jr.  Vernon 
E.  Lewis,  of  Burlington,  is  the  architect  for  the  structure. 

The  new  home  stands  on  a  site  which  was  formerly  occupied  by  the  Carl- 
ton House,  built  in  1891  by  Samuel  Crawford. 

The  presidents  of  Elon  College  have  lived  at  various  points  about  the 
campus,  but  in  recent  years  they  have  occupied  a  large  two-story  frame 
structure  near  the  west  gate  of  the  campus.  This  house,  originally  built 
by  Dr.  J.  P.  Kernodle,  has  been  occupied  by  Dr.  and  Mrs.  J.  Earl  Danieley 
and  family  since  he  became  president  in  July,  1957.

The  Colonnades,  the  campus  literary  magazine,  will  be  distributed  at 
the  beginning  of  the  fall  semester.  The  magazine  was  prepared  during 
the  1963  spring  session  by  a  student  staff  headed  by  Nancy  Butler,  of 
Tariffville,  Conn.,  editor-in-chief.

COSTS  COVERED  BY  TUITION  AND  FEES 

Included  in  the  tuition  fees  are  costs  of  registration,  use  of  the  library, 
recreation  facilities,  student  publications,  health  services,  post  office  box, 
laboratory  fees,  and  12  to  16  semester  hours  of  work,  inclusive,  each 
semester.  Full-time  students  (those  who  pay  full  fees)  are  covered  by 
accident  and  health  insurance  which  becomes  effective  two  days  before  the 
opening  of  the  college  year  and  continues  through  two  days  after  school 
closes. 


ROOM  RENT 

The  cost  of  dormitory  accommodations  varies  slightly  according  to  the 
dormitory  and  room  selected.  The  charge  per  semester  for  each  student 
is  as  follows:

No  extra 
charge  is  made  for  this  convenience. 


BUDGET  PAYMENT  PLANS 

Pre-Paid  Education  Plan — Special  arrangements  have  been  made  with 
the  First-Citizens  Bank  and  Trust  Company  in  Raleigh,  North  Carolina, 
whereby  a  plan  for  one,  two,  three  or  four  years  of  college  is  available  on 
a  monthly  basis  at  a  reasonable  cost.  Also,  an  extended  payment  plan  is 
available  so  that  1  year  of  college  may  be  financed  in  18  months,  2  years 
in  3  6  months,  3  years  in  48  months,  and  4  years  in  60  months.  Life  in- 
surance on  the  parent  or  guardian  who  signs  the  contract  is  provided  with 
this  plan.  The  plan  is  available  for  costs  amounting  to  $100.00  or  more 
in  the  semester.  Contact  the  Pre-Paid  Education  Department,  First-Citi- 
zens Bank  and  Trust  Company  in  Raleigh,  North  Carolina,  for  necessary 
forms. 

College  Plan — Because  some  parents  prefer  to  pay  expenses  in  equal 
monthly  installments  during  the  academic  year,  the  Monthly  Payment  Plan 
has  been  initiated  for  costs  amounting  to  $100  or  more  in  the  semester. 

Under  this  plan,  one-third  of  the  total  expenses  is  due  at  registration 
and  the  balance  is  paid  in  equal  monthly  installments  at  an  increased  cost 
of  2  per  cent.  Use  of  the  plan  is  entirely  optional,  and  it  is  intended  solely 
as  a  convenience.     Forms  may  be  executed  at  the  time  of  registration. 


NEW  BELL  INSTALLED 

A  400  pound  bell,  acquired  by  the  College  last  year,  has  replaced  the 
siren  which  for  years  has  sounded  for  the  change  of  classes. 

A  timing  device  was  installed  and  the  bell  has  been  ringing  for  the 
change  of  classes  during  the  summer  sessions. 

The  bell  was  struck  in  1910  by  the  McShane  Bell  Foundry  Company  of 
Baltimore,  Maryland.  It  is  made  of  German  silver,  an  alloy  of  copper, 
zinc,  and  nickel.

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BRASS  SPECIALISTS  SCHOOL 

Over  forty  band  musicians  from  North  Carolina  and  Virginia  attended 
a  five-day  brass  specialists  school  on  the  Blon  campus  during  the  week 
of  June  22nd. 

The  school  was  conducted  by  Mr.  Charles  Colin,  eminent  instrumental 
teacher  and  concert  artist  of  New  York.  Mr.  Colin  is  a  widely-known 
publisher,  a  trumpet  soloist,  and  an  author  and  composer  of  band  music. 

Band  musicians  from  junior  and  senior  high  schools,  colleges,  and  the 
armed  services  participated  in  the  five  days  of  instruction.  The  school 
was  sponsored  by  the  Elon  College  music  department  and  was  arranged  by 
Mr.  Jack  O.  White,  professor  of  instrumental  music  and  band  director. 


SPECIAL  MATHEMATICS  COURSE  OFFERED 

Dr.  Olan  Petty,  director  of  the  Duke  University  Summer  School  and  a 
member  of  the  mathematics  staff  of  the  Duke  School  of  Education  is  teach- 
ing a  three-weeks  special  course  in  elementary  mathematics  methods  at 
Elon  during  the  month  of  August. 

The  course,  offering  three  semester  hours  credit,  is  designed  for  elemen- 
tary teachers  and  stresses  the  modern  approaches  to  teaching  mathematics 
in  the  elementary  school. 


DINING  HALL  AIR-CONDITIONED 

McEwen  Dining  Hall  is  being  air-conditioned  this  summer.  The  project 
was  initiated  by  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Elon  College  Alumni  As- 
sociation. 

Dr.  George  Bullard  of  Mebane,  North  Carolina,  president  of  the  Asso- 
ciation, has  been  directing  the  planning  and  fund-raising  efforts. 

Both  floors  of  the  building  will  be  cooled  by  a  central  air-conditioning 
system.     Completion  date  for  the  project  is  September  1.

In  addition  to  pursuing  a  broad  gen- 
eral education,  the  Elon  student  is  re- 
quired to  concentrate  in  at  least  one 
major  field  of  study.  He  will  gain  an 
understanding  of  the  content  and  achieve 
competence  in  his  major  field. 

The  successful  student  will  be  well 
prepared  to  further  his  education  in  a 
graduate  or  professional  school  or  to  pur- 
sue a  worthy  occupation. 

Elon  offers  the  Bachelor  of  Arts  de- 
gree with  majors  in  twenty  fields  and  the 
Bachelor  of  Science  degree  in  Chemistry 
as  well  as  pre-professional  training  in 
several  areas. 


The  Ability  to  Think  .  .  . 

The  primary  purposes  of  an  education- 
al institution  are  to  assist  individuals  in 
the  development  of  the  power  to  think, 
and  to  provide  disciplined,  intellectual 
training. 

The  ability  of  a  person  to  think  for 
himself  and  to  form  an  independent 
judgment  is  necessary  for  responsible 
citizenship.  The  student  at  Elon  has  the 
opportunity  to  gain  a  knowledge  of  facts 
and  to  learn  how  to  communicate  this 
knowledge  by  means  of  the  written  and 
spoken  language.  More  important,  the 
College  is  dedicated  to  the  philosophy 
that  each  student  should  be  trained  in 
the  processes  of  rational  and  critical 
thought. 


A  Sensibility  to 
Esthetic  Values  .  .  . 

The  College  program  provides  oppor- 
tunities for  every  student  to  develop  an 
understanding  and  appreciation  of  the 
arts  as  a  part  of  his  liberal  education. 
In  addition  to  course  work  and  various 
performing  ensembles,  there  are  con- 
certs, lectures,  and  art  exhibits  for  en- 
richment of  the  cultural  and  intellectual 
atmosphere  of  the  campus. 

Fees  for  individual  instruction  in  mu- 
sic and  art  are  included  in  the  compre- 
hensive tuition  charge. 


A  Knowledge  . 

The  physical  education  program  at 
Elon  College  is  designed  to  do  more  than 
provide  healthful  activities  and  recrea- 
tion. The  College  feels  that  a  knowledge 
of  the  principles  of  health  and  physical 
fitness  is  an  important  part  of  the  stu- 
dent's education.  The  required  courses 
and  the  intramural  program  provide  the 
means  through  which  students  gain  this 
knowledge. 

Each  student  is  expected  to  develop 
basic  skills  useful  for  participation  in 
wholesome,  recreational  activity  during 
and  after  his  college  career. 


A  Recognition  .  .  . 

The  guidance  program  at  Elon  is  de- 
signed to  help  each  student  develop  his 
abilities  in  the  direction  most  beneficial 
to  himself  and  to  the  community  in  which 
he  chooses  to  live.  Testing  and  personal 
counseling   are  a   part  of  this  program. 

Each  freshman  is  assigned  to  a  facul- 
ty member  for  guidance  and  counseling. 
An  orientation  period,  including  testing, 
orientation  lectures,  recreation,  and  so- 
cial events,  precedes  the  opening  of  the 
fall  term.  Each  upperclassman  is  ad- 
vised on  curricular  and  vocational  prob- 
lems by  a  faculty  member  who  teaches 
in  the  student's  field  of  study. 

In  addition  to  guidance  in  academic 
subjects,  the  Elon  student  is  assisted  in 
the  discovery  of  his  aptitudes  and  in- 
terests and  in  choosing  a  vocation.

ACCREDITATION  —  The  College  is  fully  accredited  by  the 
Southern  Association  of  Colleges  and  Schools.

COURSES  OF  STUDY  —  Elon  grants  the  Bachelor  of  Arts 
degree  with  majors  in  twenty  different  fields  and  the  Bachelor 
of  Science  degree  in  Chemistry.

The  College  offers  professional  training  for  teachers  and 
pre-professional  training  for  careers  in  medicine,  dentistry, 
law,  ministry,  engineering,  and  nursing.  Also  available  are 
one-year  and  two-year  courses   in   business  education. 

ADMISSION  REQUIREMENTS  —  For  admission  to  Elon  College 
as  a  candidate  for  a  degree,  the  applicant  must  be  a  graduate 
of  an  accredited  four-year  high  school  and  must  satisfy  the 
Committee  on  Admissions  and  Credits  as  to  his  intellectual, 
physical,  emotional,  social,  and  moral  fitness  to  undertake  the 
academic  work  at  the  College. 

Applicants  for  admission  to  Elon  College  are  required  to 
submit  their  scores  on  the  Scholastic  Aptitude  Test  of  the 
College  Entrance  Examination  Board. 

APPLICATION  PROCEDURE  —  A  student  desiring  to  enter 
Elon  should  write  to  the  Admissions  Counselor  for  an  applica- 
tion form.  A  full  statement  of  the  student's  high  school  record 
and  the  recommendation  of  the  principal  or  the  guidance  di- 
rector is  obtained  by  the  College.  A  personal  interview  with 
the  Admissions  Counselor  or  the  Director  of  Admissions  is  rec- 
ommended. 

The  completed  application  should  be  returned  to  the  Ad- 
missions Office,  accompanied  by  an  application  fee  of  ten 
dollars,  which  is  not  refundable. 


ADMISSION  —  A  student's  acceptance  to  Elon  is  based  on 
(a)  the  high  school  record  with  emphasis  on  rank  in  class  or 
previous  college  work  in  the  case  of  transfer  students,  (b)  the 
recommendations,  (c)  scores  on  tests  administered  by  the  high 
schools,  and  (d)  College  Board  scores. 

Upon  notice  of  acceptance,  a  deposit  of  thirty-five  dollars 
is  due  To  reserve  a  dormitory  room,  a  student  pays  a  room 
reservation  tee  of  fifty  dollars.  These  fees  are  not  refundable 
after  July  1  except  upon  a  doctor's  certificate  of  inability  to 
enter  Application,  acceptance,  and  room  reservation  tees 
are   applied   to   the    student's   account  when    he    enters    school. 

EXPENSES  —  Elon's  comprehensive  tuition  fee  for  the  two 
semesters  which  comprise  the  scholastic  year  is  $645  I  he 
room  and  board  charge  for  the  year  is  $500.  The  est.mated 
cost  of  books  is  from  $35  to  $60. 

Included  in  the  comprehensive  tuition  fee  are  costs  of 
registration,  use  of  the  library,  recreation  facilities,  student 
publications,  health  services,  post  office  box  laboratory  fees, 
fees  for  private  lessons  in  music  or  art,  and  12  to  16  semester 
hours  work,  inclusive,  each  semester. 

FINANCIAL  AID  —  Opportunities  for  financial  assistance  to 
students  are  provided  through  scholarships,  loan  funds,  and 
part-time  employment.  Awards  are  made  on  the  basis  of 
individual  need,  the  capabilities  and  willingness  of  the  student, 
and   his  academic  standing  and  work   load. 

Applications  for  financial  assistance  should  be  in  the  hands 
of   the    Scholarships    Committee    before    June    1.      Awards    are 
made  prior  to  the  beginning  of  the  freshman  year.    Applications 
may  be  obtained  from  the  office  of  the  Admissions  Counselor.

COSTS  COVERED  BY  TUITION  AND  FEES 

Included  in  the  tuition  fees  are  costs  of  registration,  use  of  the  library, 
recreation  facilities,  student  publications,  health  services,  laboratory  fees,  and 
12  to  20  semester  hours  of  work  inclusive,  each  semester.  Full-time  students 
(those  who  pay  full  fees)  are  covered  by  accident  and  health  insurance  which 
becomes  effective  two  days  before  the  opening  of  the  college  year  and  continues 
through  two  days  after  school   closes. 

ROOM  RENT 

The    cost    of    dormitory    accommodations    varies    slightly    according   to    the 
dormitory  and  room  selected.    The  charge  per  semester  for  each  student  is  as 
follows: 
Women  Students — West  Dormitory,  $90;  West  Dormitory  adjoining  bath,  $100;

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POST  OFFICE  BOXES 

Post  office  boxes  for  dormitory  students  are  located  in  the  Student  Union. 
Each  dormitory  student  will  be  assigned  a  box  during  the  registration  period. 
No  extra  charge  is  made  for  this  convenience. 


BUDGET  PAYMENT  PLANS 

College  Plan — Because  some  parents  prefer  to  pay  expenses  in  equal  monthly 
installments  during  the  academic  year,  the  Monthly  Payment  Plan  has  been 
initiated  for  costs  amounting  to  $100  or  more  in  the  semester. 

Under  this  plan,  one-third  of  the  total  expenses  is  due  at  registration  and 
the  balance  is  paid  in  equal  monthly  installments  at  an  increased  cost  of  2  per 
cent.  Use  of  the  plan  is  entirely  optional,  and  it  is  intended  solely  as  a  con- 
venience.   Forms  may  be  executed  at  the  time  of  registration. 

Other  plans — Several  banks  and  some  savings  and  loan  associations  have 
developed  plans  to  assist  parents  in  financing  the  education  of  their  sons  and 
daughters.  Parents  who  are  interested  in  such  plans  and  wish  additional  in- 
formation should  consult  such  private  institutions.  The  College  will  be  happy 
to  render  any  possible  assistance. 


GENERAL  INFORMATION 


Dormitory  rooms  are  furnished  with  two  single  beds,  a  double  dresser, 
mirror,  study  desks  and  chairs  and  a  large  built-in  closet.  Dormitories  are 
equipped  with  coin-operated  washers  and  dryers.  A  commercial  laundry  and 
a  laundromat  are  adjacent  to  the  campus. 

Items  you  will  need  to  bring  are  a  pillow,  pillow  eases,  sheets,  blankets, 
bed  spreads,  towels,  and  such  other  articles  as  toilet  articles,  a  wastebasket, 
rugs  and  lamps  as  desired. 


BUILDING  PROGRAM 


Final  plans  have  been  drawn  and  construction  is  scheduled  to  begin  in  late 
fall  on  the  new  Student  Center  and  a  dormitory  to  accomodate  150  men  students. 
The  executive  committee  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  has  decided  to  schedule  the 
renovation  of  the  science  building  to  be  done  at  the  same  time  that  construction 
is  underway  on  the  proposed  new  buildings.  Plans  are  .also  being  drawn  for  a 
new  library  building  which  is  tentatively  scheduled  to  be  built  during  1967.

NEW   HEAT   DISTRIBUTION   SYSTEM 

During  the  summer  new  steam  pipes  are  being  installed  to  provide  adequate 
heat  to  all  buildings  on  campus.  This  new  system  will  replace  pipes  which 
were  installed  forty  years  ago.  In  addition  to  the  network  of  steam  pipes, 
individual  building  co"ntrol  units  are  being  installed.  Completion  date  for  the 
installation  of  the  heat  distribution  system   is  October   1. 

In  connection  with  the  heat  distribution  system,  hot  water  pipes  are  being 
installed.  The  new  hot  water  system  will  function  separately  from  the 
College's  main  boiler.  It  is  expected  that  the  installation  of  the  hot  water 
pipes  will  be  completed  by  September   1. 

These  two  new  systems  will  supply  heat  and  hot  water  to  all  buildings  on 
campjus. 

SUMMER   SCHOOL  ACTIVITIES 


Three  special  features  highlighted  the  1965  Summer  School  —  an  institute 
on  international  relations,  a  workshop  for  elementary  teachers  in  the  language 
arts  and  a  course  in  mathematics  methods. 

The  institute  on  international  relations  was  taught  by  Dr.  S.  E.  Gerard 
Priestley,  British  historian,  author,  lecturer,  and  authority  in  the  field  of 
international  relations. 

The  workshop  for  elementary  teachers,  directed  by  Mrs.  Betty  Bowman, 
principal  of  the  Elon  College  Elementary  School,  stressed  skills  needed  in  the 
development  of  listening,  speaking,  reading,   and   writing. 

The  three  weeks  mathematics  methods  course,  emphasizing  the  modern 
approaches  to  teaching  mathematics,  was  taught  by  Dr.  Olan  Petty,  director 
of  the  Duke  University  Rummer  School  and  a  member  of  the  Duke  School  of 
Education. 
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SPECIAL  PROGRAMS  FOR  1965-1966 


Each  year  a  variety  of  programs  are  offered  for  the  cultural  and  intellectual 
enrichment  of  the  campus.  During  the  1965-1966  year  an  impressive  number 
and  variety  of  programs  will  be  offered  for  the  benefit  of  the  College  com- 
munity. 

The  Lyceum  Series  will  feature  outstanding  concert  artists  and  performers. 
Scheduled  to  appear  are  Dr.  George  Lucktenberg  and  his  wife,  Jerrie  Luckten- 
berg  in  a  recital  for  harpsichord  and  violin;  Peter  Harrower,  bass-baritone 
and  his  wife,  Irene  GalbSway,  soprano;  Eugene  Jemison,  folksinger,  artist  and 
printmaker;  Alirio  Diaz,  classic  guitarist;  and  the  Baltimore  Symphony  Wood- 
wind Quintet. 

Several  outstanding  art  exhibits  will  be  brought  to  the  campus  during  the 
year. 

The  Liberal  Arts  Forum,  sponsored  by  the  Student  Government  Association, 
has  scheduled  a  number  of  lectures  and  is  arranging  for  the  showing  of  several 
award-winning  films. 

Several  distinguished  scholars  will  appear  on  campus  under  the  Visiting 
Scholars  Program  of  the  Piedmont  University  Center,  an  interinstitutional 
effort  dedicated  to  the  enrichment  of  the  offerings  of  the  member  institutions.

Elon  offers  the  Bachelor  of  Arts  de- 
gree with  majors  in  twenty  fields  and  the 
Bachelor  of  Science  degree  in  Chemistry 
as  well  as  pre-professional  training  in 
several  areas.

Through  courses  in  government,  ly- 
ceum  programs,  and  active  participation 
in  the  Student  Government  Association,  a 
student  at  Elon  has  the  opportunity  to 
understand  better  the  democratic  pro- 
cesses. The  honor  system  is  the  heart 
of  the  Elon  College  student  government. 

The  College  desires  that  each  stu- 
dent develop  a  belief  in  the  worth  of 
other  individuals  irrespective  of  their 
differences.

The  curriculum  at  Elon  is  designed  to 
encourage  the  study  of  the  cultures  and 
conditions  of  other  countries.

A  Love  of  Learning  .  .  . 

The  most  important  quality  of  a  good 
teacher  is  the  ability  to  stimulate  his 
students  to  acquire  a  love  of  learning. 
Elon  College  strives  to  maintain  an  intel- 
lectual atmosphere  on  its  campus.  An 
excellent  faculty  contributes  to  the  exist- 
ence of  this  atmosphere. 

The  sharing  of  a  common  goal — the 
search  for  truth — by  students  and  facul- 
ty members  and  the  interchange  of  ideas 
promote  the  desire  to  continue  education 
after  the  student's  college  career  is 
completed. 


A  Knowledge  .  .  . 

The  physical  education  program  at 
Elon  College  is  designed  to  do  more  than 
provide  healthful  activities  and  recrea- 
tion. The  College  feels  that  a  knowledge 
of  the  principles  of  health  and  physical 
fitness  is  an  important  part  of  the  stu- 
dent's education.  The  required  courses 
and  the  intramural  program  provide  the 
means  through  which  students  gain  this 
knowledge. 

Each  student  is  expected  to  develop 
basic  skills  useful  for  participation  in 
wholesome,  recreational  activity  during 
and  after  his  college  career. 


A  Recognition  .  .  . 

The  guidance  program  at  Elon  is  de- 
signed to  help  each  student  develop  his 
abilities  in  the  direction  most  beneficial 
to  himself  and  to  the  community  in  which 
he  chooses  to  live.  Testing  and  personal 
counseling   are  a   part  of  this   program. 

Each  freshman  is  assigned  to  a  facul- 
ty member  for  guidance  and  counseling. 
An  orientation  period,  including  testing, 
orientation  lectures,  recreation,  and  so- 
cial events,  precedes  the  opening  of  the 
fall  term.  Each  upperclassman  is  ad- 
vised on  curricular  and  vocational  prob- 
lems by  a  faculty  member  who  teaches 
in  the  student's  field  of  study. 

In  addition  to  guidance  in  academic 
subjects,  the  Elon  student  is  assisted  in 
the  discovery  of  his  aptitudes  and  in- 
terests and  in  choosing  a  vocation. 


The  Ability  to  Think  .  .  . 

The  primary  purposes  of  an  education- 
al institution  are  to  assist  individuals  in 
the  development  of  the  power  to  think, 
and  to  provide  disciplined,  intellectual 
training. 

The  ability  of  a  person  to  think  for 
himself  and  to  form  an  independent 
judgment  is  necessary  for  responsible 
citizenship.  The  student  at  Elon  has  the 
opportunity  to  gain  a  knowledge  of  facts 
and  to  learn  how  to  communicate  this 
knowledge  by  means  of  the  written  and 
spoken  language.  More  important,  the 
College  is  dedicated  to  the  philosophy 
that  each  student  should  be  trained  in 
the  processes  of  rational  and  critical 
thought. 


A  Sensibility  to 
Esthetic  Values  .  .  . 

The  College  program  provides  oppor- 
tunities for  every  student  to  develop  an 
understanding  and  appreciation  of  the 
arts  as  a  part  of  his  liberal  education. 
In  addition  to  course  work  and  various 
performing  ensembles,  there  are  con- 
certs, lectures,  and  art  exhibits  for  en- 
richment of  the  cultural  and  intellectual 
atmosphere  of  the  campus. 

Fees  for  individual  instruction  in  mu- 
sic and  art  are  included  in  the  compre- 
hensive tuition  charge. 
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Facts  About  Elon  College 


LOCATION  Elon  College  is  in  the  town  of  Elon  College, 
North  Carolina,  a  community  4  miles  west  of  Burlington,  17 
miles  east  of  Greensboro,  and  64  miles  west  of  Raleigh.  It 
is  accessible  to  train  and  airline  service  at  Greensboro  and  is 
served  by  the  Carolina  Trailways  and  by  Burlington  city  buses. 

SIZE  There  are  approximately  1000  student  body  members. 
Six  hundred  of  these  reside  on  campus.  The  campus  proper 
and  athletic  fields  comprise  an  area  of  95  acres. 

CHURCH  RELATIONSHIP  Founded  in  1889  by  the  Southern 
Christian  Convention,  Elon  College  is  a  four-year  co-educa- 
tional liberal  arts  institution  supported  for  many  years  by  the 
Southern  Convention  of  Congregational  Christian  Churches, 
and  now  affiliated  with  the  Southern  Conference  of  the  United 
Church  of  Christ. 

ACCREDITATION  The  College  is  fully  accredited  by  the 
Southern  Association  of  Colleges  and  Schools.  It  is  a  member 
of  the  American  Council  on  Education,  The  Association  of 
American  Colleges,  The  American  Association  of  University 
Women,  The  North  Carolina  College  Conference,  The  Council 
of  Church-Related  Colleges  of  North  Carolina,  The  North 
Carolina  Foundation  of  Church-Related  Colleges,  and  The 
Council  for  Higher  Education  of  the   United  Church  of  Christ. 

COURSES  OF  STUDY  Elon  grants  the  Bachelor  of  Arts 
degree  with  majors  in  twenty  different  fields  and  the  Bachelor 
of  Science  degree  in  Chemistry.  A  student  must  select  a  major 
from     the     following:       Accounting,       Biology,     Business      Ad- 


ministration, Business  Education,  Chemistry,  Economics,  Ele- 
mentary Education,  English,  French,  History,  Home  Economics, 
Mathematics,  Music,  Philosophy,  Physical  Education,  Physics, 
Religion,    Religious   Education,    Social    Science,   and   Spanish. 

The  College  offers  professional  training  for  teachers  and 
pre-professional  training  for  careers  in  medicine,  dentistry, 
law,  ministry,  engineering,  and  nursing.  Also  available  are 
one-year  and  two-year  courses   in   business  education. 

ADMISSION  REQUIREMENTS  For  admission  to  Elon  College 
as  a  candidate  for  a  degree,  the  applicant  must  be  a  graduate 
of  an  accredited  four-year  high  school  and  must  satisfy  the 
Committee  on  Admissions  and  Credits  as  to  his  intellectual, 
physical,  emotional,  social,  and  moral  fitness  to  undertake  the 
academic  work  at  the  College. 

Applicants  for  admission  to  Elon  College  are  required  to 
submit  their  scores  on  the  Scholastic  Aptitude  Test  of  the 
College  Entrance  Examination  Board. 

APPLICATION  PROCEDURE  A  student  desiring  to  enter 
Elon  should  write  to  the  Admissions  Counselor  for  an  applica- 
tion form.  A  full  statement  of  the  student's  high  school  record 
and  the  recommendation  of  the  principal  or  the  guidance  di- 
rector is  obtained  by  the  College.  A  personal  interview  with 
the  Admissions  Counselor  or  the  Director  of  Admissions  is  rec- 
ommended. 

The  completed  application  should  be  returned  to  the  Ad- 
missions Office,  accompanied  by  an  application  fee  of  ten 
dollars,  which  is  not  refundable. 


ADMISSION  A  student's  acceptance  to  Elon  is  based  on 
(a)  the  high  school  record  with  emphasis  on  rank  in  class  or 
previous  college  work  in  the  case  of  transfer  students,  (b)  the 
recommendations,  (c)  scores  on  tests  administered  by  the  high 
schools,  and  (d)  College  Board  scores. 

Upon  notice  of  acceptance,  a  deposit  of  thirty-five  dollars 
is  due.  To  reserve  a  dormitory  room,  a  student  pays  a  room 
reservation  fee  of  fifty  dollars.  These  fees  are  not  refundable 
after  June  1  except  upon  a  doctor's  certificate  of  inability  to 
enter.  Acceptance  and  room  reservation  fees  are  applied  to 
the   student's  account  when   he  enters  school.

PHYSICAL  EXAMINATION 

Each  new  or  readmitted  student  is  required  to  have  a  complete  physical 
examination  before  coming  to  school  in  September.  The  physician  should  com- 
plete the  form  furnished  by  the  College,  including  evidence  that  the  student 
has  had  polio  vaccine,  and  give  it  to  the  student  to  be  presented  at  registration. 
New  or  readmitted  students  will  not  be  permitted  to  complete  registration 
without  the  required  physical  examination. 


EAST  DORMITORY  BURNS 

On  the  evening  of  July  4,  fire  destroyed  East  Dormitory,  the  remaining 
original  building  on  campus.  Damage  to  the  building  has  been  estimated  at 
$150,000. 

In  addition,  damage  to  physics,  biology,  and  chemistry  equipment  which 
was  being  temporarily  stored  in  the  building  may  exceed  $125,000.  East  was 
being  used  for  storage  of  this  equipment  during  the  renovation  of  the  Duke 
Science  Building. 

Because  damage  was  so  extensive  it  is  unlikely  that  the  building  will  be 
restored.  Efforts  are  underway  to  replace  the  scientific  equipment  and  to  find 
space  for  faculty  offices  scheduled  to  have  been  in  East.

COSTS  COVERED  BY  TUITION  AND  FEES 

Included  in  the  tuition  fees  are  costs  of  registration,  use  of  the  library, 
recreation  facilities,  student  publications,  health  services,  laboratory  fees,  and 
12  to  20  semester  hours  of  work  inclusive,  each  semester.  Full-time  students 
(those  who  pay  full  fees)  are  covered  by  accident  and  health  insurance  which 
becomes  effective  two  days  before  the  opening  of  the  college  year  and  continues 
through  two  days  after  school  closes. 

ROOM  RENT 

The   cost   of  dormitory   accommodations  varies   slightly  according   to   the 
dormitory  and  room  selected.    The  charge  per  semester  for  each  student  is  as 
follows :

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BUDGET  PAYMENT  PLANS 


College  Plan — Because  some  parents  prefer  to  pay  expenses  in  equal 
monthly  installments  during  the  academic  year,  the  Monthly  Payment  Plan 
has  been  initiated  for  costs  amounting  to  $100  or  more  in  the  semester. 

Under  this  plan,  one-third  of  the  total  expenses  is  due  at  registration  and 
the  balance  is  paid  in  equal  monthly  installments  at  an  increased  cost  of  2  per 
cent.  Use  of  the  plan  is  entirely  optional,  and  it  is  intended  solely  as  a  con- 
venience.   Forms  may  be  executed  at  the  time  of  registration. 

Other  plans — Several  banks  and  some  savings  and  loan  associations  have 
developed  plans  to  assist  parents  in  financing  the  education  of  their  sons  and 
daughters.  Parents  who  are  interested  in  such  plans  and  wish  additional  in- 
formation should  consult  such  private  institutions.  The  College  will  be  happy 
to  render  any  possible  assistance. 


BOARD   CHARGE  INCREASED 


The  Elon  College  Board  of  Trustees  has  voted  an  increase  in  the  board 
charge  from  $187.50  to  $212.50  per  semester.  The  increase  in  the  charge  for 
food  is  the  first  since  1958.  The  increase  was  found  necessary  because  of 
increasing  food  costs  and  the  desire  to  provide  better  food  service  for  students. 


GENERAL   INFORMATION 


Dormitory  rooms  are  furnished  with  two  single  beds,  a  double  dresser, 
mirror,  study  desks  and  chairs  and  a  large  built-in  closet.  Dormitories  are 
equipped  with  coin-operated  washers  and  dryers.  A  commercial  laundry  and 
a  laundromat  are  adjacent  to  the  campus. 

Items  you  will  need  to  bring  are  a  pillow,  pillow  cases,  sheets,  blankets, 
bed  spreads,  towels,  and  such  other  items  as  toilet  articles,  a  wastebasket, 
rugs  and  lamps  as  desired. 

A  linen  service  is  available  to  students  who  wish  to  rent  linens.  You  will 
receive  further  information  concerning  this  service.

BUILDING  PROGRAM 

During  the  summer  months  steady  progress  has  been  made  on  the  construc- 
tion of  Hook,  Brannock  and  Barney  Dormitories  and  the  William  S.  Long 
Student  Center.  The  dormitories  and  the  student  center  are  being  financed  by 
a  loan  from  the  Housing  and  Home  Finance  Agency  of  the  Federal  Government. 
Renovation  of  the  Duke  Science  Building  has  been  underway  since  the  close 
of  classes  in  the  spring  semester.  Included  in  the  project  are  rewiring,  relight- 
ing, new  equipment  and  furniture,  a  new  floor  covering  and  a  general  re- 
furbishing. 

The  Elon  College  Library  Building  Fund  now  totals  $440,000  in  pledges. 
It  is  expected  that  construction  of  this  building  will  begin  in  the  fall  of  the 
year. 

Other  summer  building  projects  include  refurbishing  and  re-equipping 
several  classrooms,  redesign  of  the  College's  wall  and  front  entrance,  and  the 
installation  of  a  data  processing  center. 

CHANGES  IN  HEATING  SYSTEM 

The  College's  heating  plant  is  being  converted  from  the  use  of  coal  to 
natural  gas.   This  changeover  will  be  completed  in  early  fall. 

Heat  for  college  buildings  has  been  supplied  by  stoker-fed,  coal-fired 
boilers.  Controls  have  been  operated  manually.  Two  automatic  gas-fired  boilers, 
with  oil  standby,  are  being  installed.  The  new  boilers  will  produce  more 
constant  pressure  in  the  heat  distribution  system. 


COLLEGE  GRANTS 

Elon's  application  for  a  grant  under  Title  VI  of  the  Higher  Education  Act 
of  1965  in  the  amount  of  $8,250  has  received  approval.  This  money  will  be 
matched  by  the  College  and  used  to  replace  language  laboratory  equipment. 

The  College  has  also  received  approval  of  a  grant  of  $5,000  for  the  purchase 
of  library  books  and  materials.  This  grant  is  awarded  under  Title  II  of  the 
Higher  Education  Act  of  1965.

Mrs.  Duvall  is  a  family  life  consultant,  also,  and  the  author  of  widely 
used  texts  and  reference  books  on,  family  life.  Her  high  school  text,  "Family 
Living,"  has  been  adopted  by  many  state  and  local  school  systems.  She  is 
widely  known  at  the  Director  of  the  Adolescent  Study  Course  for  the  PTA 
Magazine. 

Mrs.  Duvall  received  her  A.B.  Degree  from  Syracuse  University,  her  M.A. 
Degree  from  Vanderbilt,  and  her  Ph.D.  Degree  in  Human  Development  from 
University  of  Chicago.

During  the  summer  months  steady  progress  has  been  made  on  the  con- 
struction of  the  new  library  which  is  located  next  to  McEwen  Dining  Hall. 

The  building  will  have  three  floors,  with  one  floor  below  ground  level. 
Multiple  reading  areas,  private  study  spaces,  listening  tables,  open  stacks, 
display  areas  for  art  exhibits,  archives  and  lounge  areas  for  periodical  reading 
will  be  provided.  Acoustical  ceilings,  carpeting  and  other  features  of  the 
building  will  provide  an  atmosphere  conducive  to  studying. 

The  library  is  to  be  completed  some  time  during  the  spring  semester. 


CHANGES  ON  THE  CAMPUS 


The  last  of  the  original  buildings  on  campus,  East  Dormitory,  was  torn 
down  this  summer.  The  Dormitory  was  used  for  faculty  offices  and  storage 
until  last  summer  when  it  was  gutted  by  fire. 

Eenovation  of  Alamance  Building  and  Mooney  Building  has  been  underway 
during  the  summer  months.  The  remainder  of  renovation  work  in  Duke  Science 
Building  will  be  included  in  this  project.  The  Federal  Government  is  sharing 
in  the  project  by  virtue  of  a  $112,000  grant  awarded  under  Title  I  of  the 
Higher  Education  Facilities  Act.  The  project  includes  rewiring  and  lighting, 
new  ceilings  and  floor  coverings  in  the  classrooms,  and  general  refurbishing. 
Completion  of  the  installation  of  science  laboratory  furniture  will  also  be 
done  under  this  general  contract. 

An  orchestra  pit  has  been  installed  in  Whitley  Auditorium.  The  organ 
has  been  placed  on  an  elevator,  thus,  enlarging  the  stage  considerably.  These 
changes  will  improve  the  acoustics  for  orchestral  and  choral  performances.

The  campus  of  Elon  College  is  located 
in  the  piedmont  section  of  North  Carolina, 
in  the  community  of  Elon  College,  just 
10  minutes  from  the  Burlington  business 
district  and  25  minutes  from  Greensboro. 

The  four-year  liberal  arts  college 
was  founded  in  1889  by  the  Southern  Con- 
vention of  Christian  Churches.  Because 
it  was  to  be  built  in  a  grove  of  oak 
trees,  it  was  called  Elon,  the  Hebrew  word 
for  oak. 

The  charter  of  Elon  College  states 
that  the  objective  of  the  College  is  to 
offer  "Christian  training  and  instruction 
in  the  liberal  arts,  sciences,  and/or  any 
specific  field  of  higher  education  and 
learning  that  may  appear  expedient  or 
useful  .  .   .  ." 


Aims  and  Objectives 


It  is  the  aim  of  Elon  College  to  help 
each  student  to  acquire: 

1.  A  philosophy  of  life  which  is  founded 
upon  and  motivated  by  the  beliefs  and  spiritual 
values  of  the  historic  Christian  Church,  and 
which  will  be  reflected  throughout  his  life  in 
terms  of  high  ethical  standards,  wholesome  atti- 
tudes, and  significant  religious  insights  and 
devotion. 

2.  An  understanding  of  his  responsibilities  and 
rights  as  a  citizen  in  a  democratic  culture,  a  recog- 
nition of  the  intrinsic  worth  of  other  individuals, 
and  an  intelligent  awareness  of  world  cultures, 
conditions,  events,  and  issues. 

3.  A  love  of  learning  sufficient  to  promote 

his  continued  intellectual  and  cultural  growth  which 
comes  out  of  sharing  in  an  invigorating  intellectual 
and  cultural  climate  during  his  college  career. 


4.  A  basic  knowledge  in  the  humanities,  natural 
sciences,  and  social  sciences,  and  an  appreciation 

of  the  mutual  relationships  existing  among  these  areas. 

5.  An  understanding  of  the  content  and  an  achiev- 
ment  of  competence  in  the  procedures  of  at  least  one 
field  of  knowledge  as  preparation  sufficient  for 
graduate  or  professional  study. 

6.  The  ability  to  think  critically,  logically, 

and  creatively,  and  to  communicate  effectively  by 
means  of  the  written  and  spoken  language. 

7.  A  sensibility  to  esthetic  values  through 
experience  and  study  in  the  fine  arts  and  through 
opportunities  to  develop  competence  and  excellence 
in  the  performing  arts. 

8.  A  knowledge  of  the  principles  of  health  and 
physical  fitness,  and  skills  useful  for  participation 
in  wholesome  recreational  activities. 

9.  A  recognition  of  his  abilities  and  aptitudes 
through  counseling  and  guidance  in  the  choice  of  an 
appropriate  vocation.

Facilities 


In  recent  years  great  strides  have  been 
made  by  the  College  to  improve  the  physical 
plant  in  order  to  provide  the  needed  additional 
facilities. 

The  College  completed  four  new  buildings 
between  1954  and  1958:  McEwen  Memorial  Dining 
Hall,  Virginia  Hall  (women's  dormitory),  and 
Carolina  and  Smith  Halls  (men's  dormitories). 

An  anonymous  gift  in  the  summer  of  1961 
made  possible  the  completion  of  New  Dormitory, 
which  houses  women  students. 

The  William  S.  Long  Student  Center  and 
Barney,  Brannock,  and  Hook  dormitories  for 
men  were  completed  in  1966. 

During  the  summer  of  1966  Duke  Science 
Building  was  refurbished.  Alamance  and  Mooney 
Buildings,  which  house  administrative  offices  and 
classrooms,  were  extensively  renovated  in  the 
summer  of  1967. 

A  new  library,  with  a  seating  capacity  of 
611  and  a  volume  capacity  of  124,000,  is  ex- 
pected to  be  completed  in  the  spring  of  1968. 

The  Alumni  Memorial  Gymnasium,  built  in 
1949  as  a  memorial  to  Elbn  alumni  who  lost 
their  lives  in  the  two  World  Wars,  has  a 
seating  capacity  of  4,250.  A  complete  new 
floor  was  installed  in  the  gymnasium  during 
the  summer  of  1960. 

Outdoor  facilities  include  tennis  courts, 
football  and  baseball  fields,  and  a  quarter- 
mile  track. 


Future  plans  include  a  modern  complex  of 
dormitories  for  men  and  women  with  connecting 
dining-lounge  facilities,  a  classroom-office 
building,  and  an  additional  gymnasium  with 
an  indoor  swimming  pool. 


Academic  Program 


Elon  offers  four-year  programs 
leading  to  a  Bachelor  of  Arts  Degree 
in  21  fields  or  a  Bachelor  of  Science 
Degree  in  Chemistry. 

In  addition,  one  and  two  year  courses 
in  Secretarial  Science  are  offered. 

As  a  part  of  their  general  education, 
students  are  required  to  take  a  variety  of 
courses  in  the  natural  sciences,  social 
sciences,  and  the  humanities.  Each 
candidate  for  a  Bachelor's  degree  must 
select  a  major  from  one  of  the  following:

Candidates  for  the  Bachelor  of  Arts 
degree  desiring  to  enter  the  teaching 
profession  may  follow  programs  qualifying 
them  for  elementary  or  secondary  school 
certification.  Student  teaching,  which  is 
necessary  for  certification,  is  done  at 
nearby  schools  under  competent  supervision. 

The  College  offers  pre-professional 
training  for  careers  in  medicine,  dentistry, 
law,  and  ministry. 


Faculty 


The  curriculum  is  designed  for  a 
small  college  with  small  classes  where 
discussion,  communication,  and  friendly 
relationships  between  teacher  and  student 
are  encouraged  and  developed. 

Every  faculty  member  serves  as  an 
adviser  to  several  students.  In  addition, 
faculty  members  are  available  for  dis- 
cussion and  counseling  on  an  individual  basis. 

Informal  discussions,  student-faculty 
sports  events,  social  activities,  and 
symposiums  foster  close  relationships 
between  the  faculty  and  students. 

Faculty  members  are  encouraged  to 
engage  in  research,  attend  conferences 
relative  to  their  profession,  and,  in 
general,  to  further  their  knowledge  in 
their  particular  field  of  study. 


Admissions 


A  student's  acceptance  to  Elon  is 
based  on  (a)  the  high  school  record  with 
emphasis  on  rank  in  class  or  previous 
college  work  in  the  case  of  transfer 
students,  (b)  recommendations,  (c) 
scores  on  tests  administered  by  the  high 
schools,  and  (d)  College  Board  scores. 

For  admission  to  Elon,  the  applicant 
must  satisfy  the  Committee  on  Admissions 
and  Credits  as  to  his  intellectual,  physi- 
cal, emotional,  social,  and  moral  fitness 
to  undertake  the  academic  work  at  the 
College. 

Much  time  and  effort  can  be  saved  in 
applying  for  admission  if  the  following 
general  steps  are  taken: 

1.  File  a  completed  application  and 
the  payment  of  the  application  fee  of  $10. 
This  should  be  done  early  in  the  senior 
year  of  high  school  if  possible. 

2.  Provide  the  college  with  College 
Board  Scholastic  Aptitude  Test  scores. 

3.  Supply  other  information  which  may 
be  requested  by  the  College  in  order  to 
help  the  Committee  on  Admissions  and 
Credits  make  its  decision. 

A  visit  to  the  campus  and  a  personal 
interview  with  the  Admissions  Counselor 
are  recommended. 


A  student  applying  for  admission  for 
the  fall  semester  should  have  his  com- 
pleted application  submitted  to  the  College 
by  March  1.  Applications  for  admission 
for  the  spring  semester  should  be  submitted 
by  December  1. 

Students  may  obtain  information  about 
the  Scholastic  Aptitude  Test  by  writing 
to  the  College  Entrance  Examination  Board, 
P.  O.  Box  592,  Princeton,  N.  J. 


ADVANCED  PLACEMENT 

Elon  participates  in  the  Advanced 
Placement  program  of  the  College  Entrance 
Examination  Board.  Through  satisfactory 
achievement  in  Advanced  Placement  tests, 
freshmen  may  receive  a  limited  amount  of 
credit  or  advanced  placement  in  the  follow- 
ing fields:  biology,  chemistry,  English, 
history,  Latin,  mathematics,  and  physics. 

Applicants  who  seek  advanced  placement 
should  submit  an  application  form,  write 
the  Dean  of  the  College  at  an  early  date 
indicating  their  interest  in  this  program, 
and  arrange  with  the  College  Entrance 
Examination  Board  for  the  Advanced  Place- 
ment tests. 


TRANSFER  STUDENTS 

A  student  wishing  to  transfer  to  Elon 
College  must  be  able  to  meet  the  requirements 
for  admission  in  effect  at  the  time  of  his 
application  and  to  provide  proof  of  his 
eligibility  to  return  to  the  institution 
from  which  he  is  transferring. 

Credit  is  given  for  satisfactory  work 
in  accredited  institutions  in  so  far  as 
it  parallels  the  work  offered  at  Elon. 
However,  no  transfer  credit  is  allowed  for 
a  course  in  which  the  grade  is  below  that 
of  "C". 


Expenses 


Elon's  comprehensive  tuition  fee  for 
the  two  semesters  which  comprise  the  scho- 
lastic year  is  $900.  The  room  and  board 
charge  for  the  year  is  $650.  The  estimated 
cost  of  books  is  from  $45  to  $70. 

Included  in  the  comprehensive  tuition 
fee  are  costs  of  registration,  use  of  the 
library,  recreation  facilities,  student 
publications,  health  services,  post  office 
box,  laboratory  fees,  and  12  to  20  semester 
hours  work,  inclusive,  each  semester. 

FINANCIAL  AID 

Opportunities  for  financial  assistance 
to  students  are  provided  through  scholar- 
ships, loan  funds,  and  part-time  employment. 
Awards  are  made  on  the  basis  of  individual 
need,  the  capabilities  and  willingness  of 
the  student,  and  his  academic  standing  and 
work  load. 

Application  for  financial  assistance 
should  be  in  the  hands  of  the  Scholarships 
Committee  before  April  1.  Awards  are  made 
prior  to  the  beginning  of  the  freshman 
year.

Body 


Elon  College  is  dedicated  to  the  kind 
of  education  that  is  designed  to  develop 
each  person's  full  potential. 

No  matter  what  religion,  race,  nation- 
ality, or  geographical  origin,  Elon  strives 
to  bring  out  the  individual  worth  in  each 


student  so  that  on  graduation  day,  he  will 
be  prepared  to  meet  the  challenges  of  every- 
day living. 

Elon's  1500  students  come  from  22  states, 
the  District  of  Columbia,  and  four  foreign 
countries.  Fifty-one  percent  are  resident 
students  and  32%  are  out-of-state  students. 

Although  Elon  is  affiliated  with  the 
United  Church  of  Christ,  it  welcomes  those 
of  other  denominations  and  religions. 
Eighteen  per  cent  of  the  student  body  are 
members  of  the  United  Church  of  Christ. 
Twenty-seven  other  denominations  are  repre- 
sented. 


Ten  dormitories  house  the  resident 
students.  The  commuting  students  have  special 
facilities  in  the  William  S.  Long  Student 
Center  for  their  convenience. 

An  infirmary  with  a  registered  nurse 
is  maintained  in  the  student  center.  The 
college  physician  holds  clinic  hours  on 
campus  daily  and  is  on  call  for  emergency 
cases. 
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Campus  Life 
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Elorfs  administration  believes  that 
campus  life  is  an  essential  part  of  the 
four-year  education.  The  faculty  and  admin- 
istration encourage  extracurricular  clubs 
and  organizations  on  campus. 

Each  student  is  urged  to  take  part  in 
at  least  one  campus  activity. 


Students  at  Elon,  by  tradition,  govern 
themselves  through  the  Student  Government 
Association  (S.G.A.),  which  has  the  support 
of  the  faculty  and  administration.  The 
Honor  System  is  the  heart  of  the  Student 
Government.  The  S.G.A.  annually  sponsors 
campus  activities,  entertainment,  and  cultural 
programs. 


Elon  College  is  a  member  of  the  Carolinas 
Intercollegiate  Athletic  Conference  and  the 
National  Association  of  Intercollegiate 
Athletics.  It  participates  in  intercollegiate 
competition  in  football,  basketball,  baseball, 
tennis,  track,  and  golf. 

Students  are  encouraged  to  participate 
in  the  intramural  program,  which  is  supervised 
by  the  members  of  the  physical  education 
staff.  Competition  is  offered  in  football, 
basketball,  softball,  volleyball,  badminton, 
table  tennis,  and  other  sports. 


There  are  numerous  professional  clubs, 
honor  and  honorary  societies,  and  service 
organizations  on  campus. 

Students  participate  in  The  Elon  Singers, 
Elon  College  Marching  Band,  Elon  College  Concert 
Band,  Elon  College-Community  Orchestra,  and  the 
Elon  Players. 

Student  publications  include  a  weekly  news- 
paper, The  Maroon  and  Gold;  a  literary  magazine, 
Colonnades;  and  the  College  yearbook,  The  Phi 
Psi  Cli. 
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Traditional  events  on  campus  include  the 
President's  reception  for  freshmen,  Founders 
Day,  Homecoming,  and  Parents  Day. 

A  variety  of  programs  is  offered  for  the 
cultural  and  intellectual  enrichment  of  the 
campus.  Outstanding  lecturers,  concert  artists, 
and  performers  appear  on  the  campus  each  year. 
In  addition,  the  Liberal  Arts  Forum,  sponsored 
by  the  Student  Government  Association,  schedules 
a  number  of  lectures  and  sponsors  an  annual 
Spring  Symposium. 


Student  Personnel  Services 


The  Dean  of  Student  Personnel  Services 
maintains  an  active  program  in  an  attempt 
to  encourage  the  personal  development  of  each 
student.  He  supervises  a  counseling  program, 
directs  the  campus  religious  life,  and  main- 
tains a  placement  service. 

COUNSELING  PROGRAM 

Counseling  on  both  the  academic  and  personal 
level  is  available  to  students. 

Freshmen  are  assigned  to  faculty  advisers 
during  the  freshmen  orientation  week.  The  faculty 
adviser  assists  his  advisees  with  registration 
and  meets  with  them  periodically  during  the  year 
for  counseling. 

Those  upperclassmen  who  have  chosen 
major  fields  are  assigned  advisers  within 
the  major  department. 

The  Guidance  Office  assists  students 
in  vocational  and  educational  guidance. 
Counseling  and  testing  services  are  available 
from  qualified  persons. 

The  Academic  Dean,  the  Dean  of  Student 
Personnel  Services,  the  Dean  of  Women,  and 
the  Dean  of  Men  stand  ready  to  help  students 
with  their  problems,  whether  they  be  academic 
or  personal. 


RELIGIOUS  LIFE 

Elon  College  is  a  church-related  insti- 
tution and  is  concerned  with  its  obligation 
to  maintain  a  Christian  academic  community. 

The  College  provides  the  services  of 
a  campus  minister,  who  is  coordinator  of 
religious  activities  on  the  campus  and  is 
available  for  student  and  faculty  counsel- 
ing. Religious  chapel  is  held  several 
times  each  week.  All  students  are  required 
to  attend  one  service  each  week. 

Organizations  of  various  denominations 
meet  on  the  campus  for  the  purpose  of  fellow- 
ship and  Christian  guidance. 

A  student  is  encouraged  to  attend  the 
religious  activities  of  his  church.  The 
Elon  College  Community  Church,  just  off  the 
campus,  is  open  to  all  students  for  worship. 
Most  denominations  have  churches  within  a 
few  miles  of  the  campus. 

PLACEMENT  SERVICE 

Assistance  in  finding  employment  after 
graduation  is  made  available,  free  of  charge, 
to  seniors  and  alumni.  The  Placement  Office 
arranges  campus  interviews  with  visiting 
representatives  of  industry,  business,  and 
educational  and  governmental  agencies.  Cre- 
dentials of  students  registering  with  the 
placement  service  are  made  available  to  inter- 
ested employers  on  a  confidential  basis. 

The  placement  service  also  aids  students 
seeking  summer  employment. 
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Alumni 


A  member  of  the  class  of  1937,  Dr.  Dan  T. 
Watts,  is  dean  of  the  school  of  graduate  studies 
at  Medical  College  of  Virginia.  He  has  gained  na- 
tional recognition  in  the  field  of  pharmacology  and 
serves  as  a  consultant  on  drugs  to  several  insti- 
tutions. 


Alumni  of  over  seventy  classes  of  Elon 
College  have  through  the  years  entered  various 
professions  and  occupations,  each  contributing 
his  knowledge  toward  building  a  better  world. 

The  many  accomplishments  of  Elon  alumni 
help  the  faculty  and  administration  to  realize 
the  effectiveness  of  the  college  program. 

Relationships  with  the  college  and  old 
schoolmates  are  maintained  through  many  area 
alumni  groups.  Each  year  alumni  look  forward 
to  returning  to  the  campus  at  Homecoming  in 
the  fall  and  on  Alumni  Day  in  the  spring. 
Planned  activities  and  reunions  highlight  both 
of  these  traditional  events. 


In  1965  Dr.  James  H.  Lightbourne,  Jr.  became 
the  first  conference  minister  for  the  Southern  Con- 
ference of  the  United  Church  of  Christ.  Dr.  Light- 
bourne  was  graduated  in  1942  and  later  awarded 
an  honorary  degree  of  Doctor  of  Divinity  from 
Elon  College. 
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Miss  Marjorie  Hunter,  a  member  of  the  Wash- 
ington Bureau  of  the  New  York  Times,  is  a  mem- 
ber of  the  class  of  1942.  She  was  editor  of  the 
College  newspaper,  and  before  joining  the  Times, 
she  worked  with  several  State  papers.  In  Wash- 
ington, she  has  covered  the  activities  of  the 
presidential  family. 


The  Honorable  Eugene  A.  Gordon,  a  1941  gradu- 
ate, became  a  federal  judge  of  the  U.  S.  Middle 
District  Court  on  May  12,  1964.  He  formerly 
served  as  a  county  solicitor  and  a  county  attorney.

Instructional  Program 

Elon  is  a  liberal  arts,  co-educational  college  offering  the  A.B.  degree, 
with  majors  in  20  fields  and  the  B.S.  degree  in  chemistry.  It  offers 
majors  in  the  following  areas:  Accounting,  Biology,  Business  Adminis- 
tration, Business  Education,  Chemistry,  Economics,  Elementary  Educa- 
tion, English,  French,  History,  Mathematics,  Music,  Philosophy,  Physi- 
cal Education,  Physics,  Political  Science,  Religion,  Religious  Education, 
Social  Science,  and  Spanish. 

The  College  operates  on  the  4-1-4  calendar,  which  provides  a  four- 
month  fall  semester  ending  prior  to  Christmas  holidays,  a  one-month 
winter  term,  and  a  four-month  spring  semester.  During  the  one-month 
term  the  student  takes  only  one  course,  and  the  professor  teaches  one 
course.  Thus,  there  is  opportunity  for  concentrated  work,  innovative 
teaching,  and  intensive  study. 

The  guidance  program  at  Elon  College  is  headed  by  the  Associate 
Dean  of  the  College  who  is  assisted  by  two  professionally-trained  guid- 
ance counselors.  Students  in  the  freshman  and  sophomore  years  confer 
with  one  of  the  academic  counselors  during  registration  and  at  other 
regular  intervals.  Junior  and  senior  students  are  assigned  faculty  ad- 
visers in  the  major  field  of  study.

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ELON   ON   4-1-4   CALENDAR 

At  its  spring  meeting,  the  Board  of  Trustees  approved  a  recommendation  from 
the  faculty  to  adopt  a  new  calendar  for  the  coming  academic  year.  The  4-1-4  calendar 
provides  for  a  fall  semester  with  classes  beginning  September  12  and  with  examina- 
tions ending  December  20;  a  one-month  term  beginning  January  13  and  ending 
February  7;  and  a  spring  semester  with  classes  beginning  February  10  and  ending 
with  the  last  examination  scheduled  for  May  23. 

During  the  fall  and  spring  semesters  freshmen  will  normally  register  for  12-14 
hours  of  work;  upperclassmen  will  normally  register  for  15  semester  hour  loads  during 
these  terms.  Additional  hours  may  be  taken  by  students  whose  grade  point  average 
will  justify  the  added  work. 

The  normal  load  during  the  winter  term  will  be  3  semester  hours.  The  student 
will  take  only  one  course  and  the  faculty  member  will  be  teaching  only  one  course. 
This  term  gives  an  opportunity  for  concentrated  work,  provides  time  for  intensive 
study,  and  makes  it  possible  for  those  who  have  had  difficulty  in  a  course  during 
the  fall  semester  to  repeat  the  course  prior  to  the  beginning  of  the  second  half  of 
the  course.  Generally,  students  who  are  in  academic  difficulty  at  the  end  of  the 
fall  term  will  be  given  an  opportunity  to  do  remedial  work  to  improve  their  grade 
point  average  during  the  winter  term. 

Some  classes  will  meet  on  Monday,  Wednesday  and  Friday  and  other  classes  will 
meet  on  Tuesday  and  Thursday.    There  will  be  no  Saturday  classes. 

Evening  classes  will  be  operated  on  a  two-semester  system,  with  the  fall  semester 
classes  beginning  September""  12  and  ending  December  20,  and  the  spring  semester 
classes  beginning  February  10  and  ending  May  23. 


NEW  GUIDANCE  SYSTEM  SET  FOR  FALL 

A  new  guidance  program  has  been  set  up  and  will  be  in  operation  during  the 
coming  academic  year.  Dr.  Theo  Strum,  who  has  served  for  the  last  four  years  as 
Dean  of  Women,  has  been  named  Associate  Dean  of  the  College  and  in  this  position 
will  have  overall  responsibility  for  the  guidance  program. 

Dr.  Ben  F.  Williams,  director  of  the  Presbyterian  Guidance  Center  at  King 
qollege  for  the  past  six  years,  and  Louis  B.  Wilkins,  guidance  counselor  in  thei 
Greensboro  City  Schools,  have  been  named  academic  counselors  and  will  be  working 
in  the  guidance  program  with  Dr.  Strum. 

Students  in  the  freshman  and  sophomore  years  will  confer  with  one  of  the 
academic  counselors  during  registration  and  at  other  regular  intervals.  Junior  and 
senior  students  will  be  assigned  faculty  advisers  in  the  major  field  of  study.

NEW  CHAPEL  SYSTEM  INTRODUCED 

A  new  point  system  involving  attendance  at  functions  other  than  the  regular 
chapel  periods  has  been  adopted  for  the  coining  year.  Each  student  will  be  required 
to  obtain  fifteen  (15)  attendance  points  each  semester.  Attendance  at  the  weekly 
chapel  services  and  student  body  meetings  will  give  one  point;  attendance  at  special 
convocations,  Sunday  Vespers,  lyceum  programs,  visiting  scholar  lectures,  and 
other  special  programs  will  earn  two  points  for  each  program. 

There  will  be  no  "chapel  period"  at  10  a.m.;  instead,  the  chapel  services  will  be 
scheduled  Tuesdays  at  9:35,  Wednesdays  at  11:30,  Thursdays  at  11:10,  and  Fridays 
at  10:20.    A  student  will  attend  at  any  period  convenient  to  his  own  schedule. 

Students  failing  to  obtain  the  required  number  of  attendance  points  in  a  given 
semester  will  be  placed  on  attendance  probation  and  given  only  one  semester  in 
which  to  make  up  the  deficiency.  Failure"  to  completely  fulfill  this  obligation  within 
the  probationary"  period  will  result  in  suspension  from  the  College. 

Dr  William  Elzey,  graduate  of  Maryville  College,  has  been  named  College 
Chaplain  and  will  coordinate  and  be  responsible  for  the  chapel  programs  and  the 
two  Sunday  Vesper  services  each  semester.  Dr.  Elzey  has  the  Ph.D.  degree  from 
Boston  University. 

Dr  Alfred  Hurst  will  assume  duties  in  the  fall  as  Campus  Minister.  He  will 
have  the  responsibility  of  being  minister  to  the  total  campus  community  of  faculty, 
staff    and    students. 


ELON  WELCOMES   THE  PRIESTLEYS 


Dr.  S.  E.  Gerard  Priestley  will  join  the  Elon  College 
faculty  in  September  as  a  Distinguished  Visiting  Professor 
of  Political  Science. 

Over  700  colleges  and  universities  in  the  United  States, 
South  America  and  Europe  have  had  the  honor  to  have  Dr. 
Priestley  as  a  lecturer.  He  has  also  conducted  summer 
seminars  in  British  polities  and  modern  British  theater. 

Born  in  Windsor,  England,  Dr.  Priestley  studied  at  New 
College,  University  of  London.  He  then  traveled  to  the 
United  States  where  he  received  his  B.D.  degree  from  Hart- 
ford Theological  Seminary  in  Connecticut.  After  .attending  Union  Theological  Semi- 
nary in  New  York  he  also  earned  his  S.T.M.  degree  from  Hartford  Theological 
Seminary. 

Additional  advanced  study  found  him  at  the  Universidad  Nacional  de  Mexico 
for  one  year,  and  New  York  University,  where  he  received  his  M.A.  and  Ph.D. 
degrees  in  history  and  economics.  Dr.  Priestley  also  has  a  post-doctoral  M.S.Se. 
degree  from  New  School  for  Social  Eesearch  in  New  York. 

Further  studies  were  conducted  as  a  Eesearch  Fellow  at  the  Institute  of 
Historical  Research,  University  of  London  and  the  Institute  of  Commonwealth 
Studies  in  London. 

Dr.  Priestley  has  held  the  position  of  professor  of  history  and  political  science 
at  the  following  institutions:  Springfield  College.  Massachusetts;  University  College 
of  New  York  University;  Alabama  College;  .and  Union  College,  Kentucky.  He  has 
also  been  a  panelist  and  lecturer  in  international  relations  in  the  Department  of 
Extramural  Studies  at  the  University  of  London,  and  the  University  of  Oxford. 
In  addition,  he  has  served  as  Vice  Chairman  of  the  Speakers  Research  Committee 
for  the  United  Nations. 


Dr.  Mary  Ellen  Priestley,  who  is  both  an  English  and 
an  American  educator,  will  join  the  faculty  as  a  Visiting 
Professor  of  English.  Mrs.  Priestley  is  the  wife  of  Professor 
S.  E.  Gerard  Priestley. 

A  native  of  Tennessee,  Dr.  Priestley  graduated  from 
Middle  Tennessee  State  University  with  a  BjS.  degree.  Later 
she  received  the  M.A.  degree  from  Peabody  College  and  the 
Ph.D.  degree  from  the  University  of  Alabama.  The  School 
of  Journalism  at  the  University  of  Missouri,  Washington 
University  in  St.  Louis,  Missouri,  and  University  College  at 
the  University  of  London  are  also  institutions  of  higher 
learning  which  Dr.  Priestley  has  attended. 

Working  in  Australia,  New  Zealand,  Southeast  Asia,  India,  the  Near  East  and 
Europe,  Dr.  Priestley  spent  several  years  as  a  newspaper  reporter,  writer  and  editor. 
She  was  a  writer  for  radio  and  films  for  the  American  Red  Cross  and  has  served  as 
free  lance  writer  and  editor  for  national  magazines.  In  the  last  four  years  she  has 
served  as  a  lecturer  in  English  at  Union  College  in  Kentucky  during  the  spring 
semesters.

Included  in  the  tuition  fees  are  costs  of  registration,  use  of  the  library,  reere- 
ation  facilities,  student  publications,  health  services,  laboratory  fees,  and  12  to  »/5 
semester  hours  of  work  inclusive,  each  semester.  Full-time  students  (those  who  pay 
full  fees)  are  covered  by  accident  and  health  insurance  which  becomes  effective  two 
days  before  the  opening  of  the  college  year  and  continues  through  two  days  after 
school  closes.

Adding  to  the  landscape  will  be  a  lake  in  front  of  the  complex,  reflecting  the  grace 
and  beauty  of  the  arched  entrances. 


LIBRARY  MOVE  ACCOMPLISHED 


Thousands  of  books  and  an  equal  number  of  cards  in  the  card  catalogue  had  to 
be  transferred  from  the  old  library  in  the  Carlton  Building  to  the  new  fully 
carpeted,   air-conditioned  library  building. 

Students,  staff,  faculty  and  friends  loaded  their  arms  with  thick  volumes  and 
made  their  way  across  campus  to  stack  the  once  empty  shelves  with  their  heavy  load 
of  books,  and  each  load  became  heavier  than  the  one  before. 

The  new  library  has  a  number  of  outstanding  features.  In  addition  to  being 
fully  carpeted  and  air-conditioned,  the  students  studying  fine  arts  will  have  new 
phonographs  and  tape  players.  There  are  a  number  of  "easy  chairs"  in  the  periodi- 
cals section  for  the  student's  comfort.  On  the  second  floor  there  are  study  areas,  a 
classroom,  the  historical  documents  room  and  an  art  gallery.  Offices  are  located  on 
the  main  floor  on  the  north  side  of  the  building.  The  basement  floor  has  multiple 
reading  areas  and  locked  storage  rooms. 

In  every  indication  the  new  library  seems  to  be  extremely  conducive  to  studying 
and  offers  all  students  a  quiet  and  comfortable  place  to  use  many  of  the  College's 
68,000  volumes. 


NEW  CONSTRUCTION  TO  BEGIN 


Construction  on  the  classroom-office  building  and  the  physical  education  addition, 
which  had  been  delayed  because  of  the  freeze  ordered  by  HEW  on  all  federal  funds 
for  such  projects,  is  now  scheduled  to  begin  about  the  first  of  September.  Plans 
have  been  completed,  specifications  have  been  given  government  approval  and  the 
College  has  advertised  for  bids. 

The  federal  grant  amounts  to  one-third  of  the  cost  of  construction  of  each  of 
these  buildings.  Construction  will  begin  as  soon  as  practical  after  the  opening  of 
bids  and  the  letting  of  the   contracts. 


NEW  DEPARTMENT  HEAD   ANNOUNCED 


Dr.  Robert  Grady  Blake  will  join  the  Elon  College 
faculty  as  the  William  S.  Long  Professor  of  English  and 
will  serve  as  Chairman  of  the  English  Department. 

The  'Charlotte,  North  Carolina  native  is  a  graduate  of 
Pf eiffer  College  where  he  received  an  A.A.  degree  in  English, 
and  of  Harvard  College  where  he  earned  the  A.B.  degree  in 
English.  Dr.  Blake  received  both  the  M.A.  and  Ph.D.  degrees 
in  English  at  Duke  University.

PHYSICAL  EXAMINATION 

Each  new  or  readmitted  student  is  required  to  have  a  complete  physical  examina- 
tion before  coming  to  school  in  September.

PROGRAMS  —  Winter  1970 

London,  England 

The  Department  of  Social  Sciences  and  the  Department  of  English  are 
tentatively  offering  two  courses  to  be  held  in  London,  England  in  the  one- 
month  Winter  Term,  1970.  Each  course,  one  in  English  history,  the  other  in 
American  and  British  drama  on  the  English  stage  will  carry  three  semester 
hours  credit.  Juniors  or  seniors  in  good  standing  may  register  for  either 
course.  Dr.  Mary  Ellen  Priestley,  Visiting  Professor  of  English,  and  Pro- 
fessor James  P.  Elder,  Jr.,  Associate  Professor  of  History,  will  direct  the 
program.  Dr.  Priestley  is  a  resident  of  Crowborough,   Sussex,  England. 

Tentative  schedule  for  departure  is  January  10  or  11  from  New  York  and 
to  return  from  London  on  January  31  or  February  1.  Anticipated  costs  will 
be  approximately  $600  (which  includes  tuition,  air  fare,  plus  hotel),  and  at 
least  $200  personal  expenses.  Students  should  anticipate  paying  a  deposit  of 
$50  no  later  than  November  3,  1969.  A  balance  of  approximately  $520  for  air 
fare  and  hotel  must  be  paid  no  later  than  December  5  to  the  Elon  College 
Business  Office.  Students  registered  in  the  drama  program  will  be  expected 
to  attend  at  least  ten  plays  which  will  require  ari  advance  of  about  $35  for 
tickets.

CLASSROOM-OFFICE 
BUILDING 

The  new  three-story  classroom-office  building  now  under  construction 
on  a  site  just  north  of  the  Duke  Science  Building  is  scheduled  for  completion 
by  January  1970.  Architecture  for  the  new  structure  will  be  in  keeping  with 
the  other  buildings  on  the  Elon  campus  and  will  be  connected  to  the  Duke 
Science  Building  by  a  new  section  of  colonnades  identical  to  those  now 
connecting  buildings  to  Alamance  Building. 

At  an  estimated  cost  of  $800,000,  the  new  building  will  feature  a  large 
basement  where  all  of  the  data  processing  equipment  will  be  placed.  Another 
feature  will  be  a  centralized  record  center  for  all  student  records.  Fifteen 
administrative  offices  and  a  conference  room  will  be  located  on  the  first  floor. 
Second  floor  plans  call  for  nine  faculty  offices  and  six  classrooms,  and  six 
faculty  offices  and  six  classrooms  on  the  third  floor.  Faculty  offices  in  the 
new  building  will  be  grouped  by  departments  and  will  be  near  the  classrooms 
in  which  the  faculty  members  will  teach. 


PHYSICAL 

EDUCATION 

FACILITY 

Work  is  now  underway  on  the  new  physical  education  facility  to  be 
connected  to  the  north  side  of  the  present  gymnasium.  Scheduled  for  com- 
pletion in  the  late  spring  of  1970,  the  structure  will  house  a  75  x  42  foot 
Olympic  swimming  pool  with  six  swimming  lanes,  a  one  meter  diving  board, 
a  three  meter  diving  board  and  bleachers  in  the  pool  area. 

The  single  story  building  will  have  five  offices,  two  classrooms,  a  hand- 
ball court,  a  wrestling  room,  a  weight  training  room  with  equipment,  mens 
locker  and  shower  rooms,  womens  locker  and  shower  rooms  and  a  gymnasium 
for  physical  education  classes  and  activities.  The  basketball  court,  with 
limited  bleachers  for  class  use,  will  have  a  hardwood  floor  and  will  be  marked 
for  volleyball  courts.

Dr.  Durward  T.  Stokes  who  has  been  a  member  of 
the  Elon  College  social  sciences  faculty  since  1964  will 
assume  the  duties  as  head  of  that  department. 

The  Graham,  North  Carolina  native  is  a  graduate  of 
Elon  College  where  he  received  the  A.B.  degree  in  his- 
tory in  1964.  Dr.  Stokes  received  the  M.A.  degree  in 
history  in   1965  from  the  University  of  North  Carolina 

at  Chapel  Hill  and  received  the  Ph.D.  degree  in  history  in    1968  from  the 
same  institution. 

Professor  Stokes  is  a  member  of  a  number  of  learned  societies,  honorary 
societies  and  professional  organizations.  He  has  also  published  articles  in 
the  North  Carolina  Historical  Review  and  the  Missouri  Historical  Review. 

PHYSICAL  EXAMINATION 

Each  new  or  readmitted  student  is  required  to  have  a  complete  physical 
examination  before  coming  to  school  in  September.  The  physician  should 
complete  the  form  furnished  by  the  College,  including  evidence  that  the 
student  has  had  polio  vaccine,  and  the  student  should  return  the  completed 
medical  form  to  the  Admissions  Office  no  later  than  September  1.  New  or 
readmitted  students  will  not  be  permitted  to  complete  registration  without 
the  required  physical  examination. 

GENERAL  INFORMATION 

Dormitory  rooms  are  furnished  with  single  beds,  a  double  dresser, 
mirror,  study  desks  and  chairs,  and  a  large  built-in  closet.  Dormitories  are 
equipped  with  coin-operated  washers  and  dryers.  A  commercial  laundry  and 
a  laundromat  are  adjacent  to  the  campus. 

The  student  brings  a  pillow,  pillow  cases,  sheets,  blankets,  bed  spreads, 
and  such  other  articles  as  a  wastebasket,  rugs,  and  lamps. 

A  linen  service  is  available  to  students  who  wish  to  rent  linens.  Students 
will  receive  further  information  concerning  this  service. 

POST  OFFICE  BOXES 

Each  dormitory  student  is  required  to  have  a  post  office  box  on  campus. 
Post  office  boxes  are  located  on  the  first  floor  of  the  William  S.  Long  Student 
Center  and  the  Harper  Center  for  those  students  living  in  the  New  Complex.
